The annual meeting of this thriving 
organization was held last week in the 
parlors of the Congregational church. 

Reports of officers and committees 
showed substantial results accomplished 
during the year. Early in the year the 
association interested itself in getting a 
branch of. the Public Library establish¬ 
ed in Newtonviile. Through the efforts 
of the Womens Gtlild and others this 
matter was agitated some years ago and 
$250 raised and placed on deposit. There 
the matter rested until the Improvement 
Association took it up with Mr. C. D. 
Cabot-had Mr. F. T. Benner as a work¬ 
ing committee. These gentlemen thor¬ 
oughly canvassed the village, and after 
three months of hard work turned over 
to the city $1000 the minimum amount 
necessary to guarantee the city’s perpet¬ 
ual care and support of the branch. 

The Association has been active in 
helping along the movement for the 
purchase of the Claflin homestead. Mr. 
C. S. Dennison and the president being 
members of the Central committee rep¬ 
resenting all the wards. Sub committees 
have canvassed the ward, literature has 
been circulated, and a mass meeting 
held to forward this movement. Over 
$12,000 has been subscribed in Nevvton- 
ville towards this project, and the Im¬ 
provement Association assisted by the 
Womens Guild has been instrumental 
in securing these contributions. The 
Guild alone has raised and paid in $750. 

The latest work has been in the di¬ 
rection of bringing the other improve¬ 
ment Associations of our city info clo¬ 
ser and more helpful relations. There 
are 8 improvement associations in the 
Newtons, All of them are doing good 
work locally, but it is believed that these 
j is a larger work which they can better 
do jointly. It has been suggested that 
these associations become federated or 
j organized in some way to command their 
combined strength, and enable them to 
| act as a unit in matters effecting the in¬ 
terests of the entire city. In this move¬ 
ment this association has taken the ini¬ 
tiative and last week the executive com¬ 
mittee invited two representatives from 
each of the seven assqciations to be its 
! guests at a dinner given them at the 
j Newton Clubhouse. Every association 
I responded and the matter was fully dis¬ 
cussed and enthusiastically approved of. 
A committee of five headed by Aider- 
man Albert P. Carter was appointed to 
formulate a working plan for the pro¬ 
posed organization. 

The Association closes the year with 
over 200 members and with nearly $200 
in its treasury. It has not attempted to 
be continually doing something. It has 
rather attempted to keep itself in a state 
of efficiency for doing things. Its large 
executive committee has during part of 
the year met weekly, and there have 
been several fullv attended meetings at 
the Newton clubhouse. It invites sug¬ 
gestions for bettering anything that it 
can legitimately concern itself with. 
New members are especially desired. 
Good citizenship and the willingness to 
pay dues of $1.00 per annum are the only 
qualifications. Ladies dues are 50c per 
annum.

In view of the undesirable publicity 
given the ill-advised charge.of a New¬ 
ton alderman that some recent city work 
had been done illegally, it may be ap¬ 
propriate at this time to explain the ways 
and means by which public work is au¬ 
thorized and executed. 

Our present city charter was designed 
to place full authority and responsibility 
with the mayor of the city and the var¬ 
ious executive departments working un¬ 
der his direction. The legislative body 
is expressly prohibited from exercising 
any executive function. The charter re¬ 
quires the school committee and every 
head of department to submit to the 
mayor in September, the detailed esti¬ 
mate of expenses of each for the next 
financial year, beginning January first. 
The mayor is required to examine these 
estimates during October and submit 
them with his own recommendations, to 
the aldermen prior to November first. 
The aldermen are then required to make 
the necessary appropriations during the 
month of November. It should be noted 
that while the department heads and the 
mayor are required to submit the esti¬ 
mates in detail, the board of aldermen 1 
■are not restricted to the manner in which 
these appropriations are to be made. As 
a matter of fact, it is becoming more 
and more the custom to pass the annual 
appropriation order, with as little detail 
as possible, many small accounts being 
appropriated as “Miscellaneous” or "In¬ 
cidentals.” The item of "Maintenance 
Public Property” for instance is made 
up of such items as Carpenter work, 
Painting, Plumbing, Heating, Mason- 
workyetc. and carries a total of over 
$15,000. With the annual appropriation 
order adopted, no money can be ex¬ 
pended, even for the items named there¬ 
in, until the board of aldermen has 
"granted” the same. The usual method 
has been to make a grant of all fixed 
charges, salaries and matters of con¬ 
tract, comprising some 75 per cent of 
the entire order, at the .beginning of the 
year. This leaves the items where dis¬ 
cretion must be exercised for more care¬ 
ful action as occasion requires. It is 
now the custom for heads of depart¬ 
ments to submit each month to the Fin¬ 
ance Committee, the amount they wilt 
Tequire for the month to come, and after 
due consideration, the aldermen pass the 
amounts recommended by that commit¬ 
tee. It then becomes the duty of the de¬ 
partment head, under direction of the 
mayor, to properly expend the money 
for the purpose for which it was grant¬ 
ed. This action is controlled thru the 
scrutiny of the city auditor, an officer of 
the board of aldermen. 

It can thus be seen that many city ex¬ 
penses are duly authorized without the 
detail being known to the board of aider- 
men, the responsibility being entirely 
with the mayor. 

At the same time the board of aider- 
men has the power to direct the mayor 
and heads of departments to do such 
specific work as it chooses to designate. 
A recent example was that of repairing 
certain streets in the Nonantum district. 
A strong petition was received from res¬ 
idents of that village calling attention 
to its street conditions. The aldermen 
gave a hearing, a committee viewed the 
streets in question and an order was 
adopted directing the Street Commis¬ 
sioner to expend certain sums upon cer¬ 
tain streets charging the amounts to an 
existing appropriation. The Street Com¬ 
missioner under the mayor had ample 
authority, with his granted money to do 
the work without such specific order, 
but the board simply exercised its un¬ 
doubted perogative in the action it took. 

It is clear, therefor, that the aldermen 
can legally authorize public work either 
in a general or in a specific manner un¬ 
der our present city charter. 

In addition to city work contemplated 
by the annual appropriation order, the 
charter allows extraordinary matters to 
be authorized by a direct and two-thirds 
vote of the aldermen. A recent example 
was the recent appropriation of $850 to 
purchase an automobile for the board of 
health, the amount being charged to the 
tax levy of the present year, as the ap¬ 
propriations for the health department 
would not allow such a sum to be charg¬ 
ed to the regular accounts. Judgments 
of courts, interest due on city bonds, 
and state, metropolitan and county tax¬ 
es are also matters which do not require 
aldermanic action. 

It is thru the power to grant that the 
aldermen control the purse strings of 
the city. It can grant large sums in a 
general way, as it does at present, or it 
can make the grant in the most penur¬ 
ious manner. With a mayor in whom 
the aldermen have confidence—and that 
is the kind of mayors this city elects— 
the grant is liberal and general, with a 
mayor whom the boawl distrusts, the 
grant could be made only after the ex¬ 
ecutive had given the aldermen the ut¬ 
most detail.

Rev. Mr. Speare Dead 

Rev. S, Lewis B. Speare, a well 
known resident of Newton, passed away 
at his home on Wesley street Monday 
after a long period of failing health. He 
was born in Corinth, Vermont, May 6th, 
1834, and attended St. Johnsbury Acad¬ 
emy and Dartmouth College, graduat¬ 
ing from the latter in 1854. He studied 
theology in Andover and Chicago Sem¬ 
inaries and had held pastorates at Ban¬ 
gor, Maine, Middlcbury, Vermont, and 
Minneapolis, Minnesota. Deceased was 
chaplain of the Massachusetts State 
Prison from 1873 to 1877. Mr. Speare 
had made his home in Newton since 
1893 and for several years had not 
preached but had been identified with 
business enterprises in Boston which 
were controlled by his brother the late 
Alden Speare. He is survived by a 
widow and one daughter. He attended 
the Eliot Congregational church and the 
funeral was held from the chapel Thurs¬ 
day afternoon at 2 o'clock.

Mt. Ida School 

During the past two weeks Mount Ida 
School has been holding its commence¬ 
ment exercises, and the week has been 
full of interest in many ways. 

On last Sunday afternoon in the Eliot 
church Dr. H. Grant Person delivered 
the Baccalaureate sermon to the grad¬ 
uating class and their friends, and the 
service was a very beautiful one in ev¬ 
ery way.

Second, that all learn¬ 
ing and discipline is simply thinking 
God’s thoughts after Him. Third, that 
it is the province of the school to bring 
its pupils into that condition in which 
thev are willing to think God’s thoughts. 

Dr. Person has the .power of putting 
truth very plainly and very forcibly, ana 
he made very plain his thought with 
many illustrations from different fields 
of knowledge. 

The choir sang several numbers most 
effectively, and the whole baccalaureate 
exercises were enjoyed exceedingly by 1 
the school and their many friends who 
were present. 

The Alumnae Association of the 
school held its annual banquet on Tues¬ 
day at one o’clock at Hotel Lenox. Cov¬ 
ers were laid for thirty members. The 
young ladies responded to several toasts, 
and Air. Jewett spoke as some length 
outlining the philosophy upon which the 
school is conducted. It was an interest-. 
ing fact that of the graduating class of 
last year, numbering thirteen, twelve 
were present. The banquet was by far 
the most successful one that the school 
has ever held. 

The regular graduating exercises of 
the school took place on Tuesday, in the 
Gymnasium of the school, which was 
crowded to its utmost capacity with the 
pupils and their friends, many coming j 
from Maine, Rhode Island, Connecticut, i 
New Hampshire, Pennsylvania and dif-' 
taut parts of Massachusetts. The address 
was delivered by Dr. Thomas Went¬ 
worth Higginson.

A large acquaintance with 
books is, of course, useful, but there is 
no knowledge that comes so close to one 
as that knowledge gained through men 
who have touched men and affairs with 
their own lives.

she feels best meets her needs, English 
or Literature being the only required 
subject.

Many 
of the pupils had never seen the ocean, 
so that the experience was new to them. 

The school has published this year, 
for the first time, a school year book 
called "Ye Idler”.

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SMOKE TALK 
AT CITY HALL 

Hearing Given on the 
Alleged Nuisance 
Before Board 


Alderman Condrin Desires 
Relocation of Tracks 
Ou River Street 


The meeting of the hoard was called 
to order at 7.47 P. M.. Pres. Carter in 
the chair. All the aldermen were pres¬ 
ent except Aldermen Bowen, Clarke 
and Webster. 

Hearings were held on the following 
petitions and as no one appeared they 
were declared closed: 

New England Tel. & Tel. Company 
for attachments to poles of the X. & W. 
Gas Light Company on Kirkstall road. 

1 pole; on Langley road. 10 poles. New¬ 
ton & Watertown gaslight company at¬ 
tachments to noles of the X. E. Tel. & 
Tel. Co. Greenwood street. 6 poles. 

A hearing was announced on petition 
of the Xewton & Watertown Gaslight 
Company for location of 32 poles on 
Fuller sireet. H. M. Howard and How¬ 
ard Frost were heard and the hearing 
closed 

On the following orders hearings were 
announced. As no one appeared the 
hearings were closed: On construction 
of concrete sidewalks. Sewall street, 
northerly side front Prince street to 
Sterling street under betterment act; 
taking land for main drain and common 
sewer in Lee avenue front present end 
of sewer northwesterly about one hun¬ 
dred and twenty eight feet. 

Alderman Hall: Mr. Noble is here, 
who wishes to be heard on the hearing 
that was held last meeting on the ques¬ 
tion of the Smoke Nuisance Law. Mr. 
Noble through some oversight on the 
part of someone who was to notify him, 
did not get notice of that hearing and 
he is here tonight and would like to be 
heard and I move the hearing be opened 
and give hint opportunity to be heard. 
Motion seconded and carried and hear¬ 
ing on advisability of accepting the 
smoke nuisance act was reopened. 

Mr. Noble said in part: “I wish to 
express appreciation of this special fa¬ 
vor. The question which I want to talk 
about is one of considerable importance 
to a section of Newton Centre, namelv 
that section across the railroad track 
and to the left of Langley Road. When 
1 say it affects that section I mean 1 
particularly represent that section, the 
residents there. Before filing the petition 
here that wc should accept the smoke 
nuisance statute, I made certain inqui¬ 
ries of the city solicitor and certain al¬ 
dermen and felt it was the proper way 
for me to petition, and that petition was 
acted upon by your board and that stat¬ 
ute was accepted. 

"I heard, however, a few days after, 
that the Mayor felt there ought to have 
been a public hearing before the Act 
was accepted and he said he should have 
to veto it on that account, he also said 
at that time that if the matter was re¬ 
considered and this board accepted it 
after a public hearing that he would be 
content to sign it. and I thought I had 
arranged to have a special meeting call¬ 
ed for that purpose but that plan fell by 
the wayside, however, the time had ex¬ 
pired before your next regular meeting 
and the veto was seat in on the ground 
that no public hearing was given. I take 
it that the question here comes before 
you in a little different way than tfhe 
original was. 

•'This board has voted once to accept 
that statute, and on the other hand the 
veto is not like a disapproval, as it was 
vetoed for the reason the Mayor felt 
that there should have been a public 
hearing, and when the matter came back 
here it was referred to the proper com¬ 
mittee and public hearing ordered and 
as stated before I was unable to be here 
and so now am here to explain the pe¬ 
tition. 

"I could have any number of witnesses 
but my understanding was that I was to 
have the privilege of the floor for a 
few minutes ami did not think it was 
right to bring people here. I feel that 
hurt- mv case a little because the way 
the people actually affected talk is more 
interesting than what a paid attorney 
can say. I think the first step is to 
bring io your appreciation just what is 
asked here. 

• You are not asked to do anything 
that affects any particular owner or any 
particular person, there has been a mis¬ 
understanding about that, you are asked 
to accept the -.unite and when you do 
that you have clothed ourself with jur- 
i>Uiction in the matter. 

•’Today if a man wants to keep horses, 
cow>. «»r liens, etc., he has to get some 
sort of permit from some authority to 
do so, but todav a man may pour out 
black smoke to the annoyance of the 
neighborhood without coming here and 
asking tour permission. If you adopt 
this j-tatutc then you would be in posi¬ 
tion to take this particular case and 
look into it and decide what is right and 
fair. . 

•if one man persists in burning saw¬ 
dust and in pouring out black smoke so 
that women cannot put their washings 
out on the line without getting them all 
dirty and cannot have heir windows 
open when the wind is right without 
getting their bric-a-brac all covered 
n smut, you couhi say to this man 
that he must burn something else, you 
•dmplv put yourselves in a place where 
you can control that thing. Now under 
this Statute a man would have a right 
u> discharge smoke for ninety minutes 
ill every twelve hours. 

“if you adopt this Statute you would 
have no power to stop that. Jf you cut 
it down to a ten hour day that would 
be nine minutes per hour that he would 
have the right to emit black smoke and 
that is enough time within which to dis¬ 
charge volumes of black smoke. With 
ymir permission 1 will read the section 
which is involved. 

“Now when I first petitioned here 
somebody sent back word and wanted 
to know what 1 was driving at and I 
will answer that here. Over there where 


Mr. Leeson lives there arc a group of 
neighbors. Mrs. Sylvester. Prof. Thom¬ 
as and other people who have been an¬ 
noyed by the discharge of this black 
smoke front the so called Burnham mill, 
from the fact that they burn sawdust 
there. * 

“They cannot have their windows open 
when the wind is right but the houses 
are filled with smoke, what we want is 
to have Mr. Burnham come here for 
permission and when he conies here you 
will Miy you shall not discharge smoke 
here for more than ten minutes per hour 
or something of that sort. 

"That is what we arc driving at, this 
step does not operate to preclude any 
man. but simply clothes yon with juris¬ 
diction. so that if a man wants to dis¬ 
charge smoke for over 90 mimtates he 
comes to you for permission, you simply 
give yourself authority to do for us in 
regard to black smoke as you do to oth¬ 
er- in regard to keeping a hog or liens, 
and we earnestly hope that you will thus 
iv d ^ourselves of the Statute. 

“It has been said, if this is accepted 
suppose the Board of Aldermen tic up 
the street car companies or the gas 
light companies, I do not think this is 
the temperament of the board of alder¬ 
men and further it only operates in re¬ 
gard to people who live within a quar¬ 
ter of a mile of the place where the 
smoke is discharged, and l do not think 
aere is anything in the suggestion that 
the electric light company or the street 
car company would be tied up. 

'I understand certain letter were 
read here from manufacturers in other 
parts of the city. They must be labor¬ 
ing under a ’misapprehension. They 
would still have the right to come here 
ami get permission and would not have 
the slightest trouble ill getting permis¬ 
sion. In a case like ours there is ser¬ 
ious damage to property and is unjust, 
there is a little history back of this. A 
long time ago through the Legislature 
Mr. Leeson tried to have something 
done and it was suggested that lie should 
buy this mill. Now when I was talking 
with the parties who are responsible for 
tiffs smoke thev said that was all fixed 
once so that Mr. Leeson might have 
bought that mill. But they have no right 
to pour out black smoke so that some¬ 
one will be forced to buy that mill. It 
lias been said that I represent the pin- 
cipal mortgagee, that being the case, wc 
make no objection whatever, wc feel it 
would be better it it was properly run 
ami regulated. 

There being no one else to be heard, 
hearing declared closed. 

Chair; “The first four matters are re¬ 
ferred to Committee on Franchises and 
Licenses.”

MOTIONS AND ORDERS. 
Whereas the Newton Street Railway 
Company, a corporation organized un¬ 
der the laws of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, has never been granted 
a location for tracks on .that part of 
River street in the Ciy of Newton be¬ 
tween Elm and Lexington streets, and 
Whereas Public Safety and convenience 
demand that the track's of said Railway 
Company be located in the centre of 
said River street, 

Ordered. That the Newton Street 
Railway Company be notified to petit¬ 
ion the board of aldermen for a loca¬ 
tion for tracks on that part of River 
street in the city of Newton between 
Elm and Lexington street. 

1 Signed; James R. Condrin. 
Chair: “Is this presented for consid¬ 
eration now or to be referred to a Com¬ 
mittee?" 

Aid. Condrin:—“I think it would be 
well for the board to take action on that 
matter tonight. It is a matter which few 
members of the board understand or can 
realize the condition of affairs. It seems 
in the year 1866 the Waltham & New¬ 
ton Street Railway Company were 
granted a charter by tile Legislature to 
operate a horse railway between Wal¬ 
tham and Newton and the records in 
both the city of Newton and city of 
Waltham, the old town records, fait to 
reveal any location whatever for tracks 
for this railway. 

"In the year 1887 the Newton Street 
Railway Company in the city of New¬ 
ton agreed to lay their tracks etc. un¬ 
der certain conditions and one of these 
conditions was that the tracks be paved 
with paving blocks between the tracks 
and eighteen inches outside of cither 
rail. Two years afterwards in 1889 the 
said Newton Street Railway Company 
petitioned this Board for permission to 
electrify the Waltham and Newton 
Street Railway, they were granted per¬ 
mission to locate poles and to operate 
their cars by the overhead trolley sys¬ 
tem on the railway formerly owned by 
the Waltham & Newton Street Railway 
Company, which was the old horse rail¬ 
way. but there was no location granted 
at that time, simply permission to elec¬ 
trify it. 

“Now when this petition was present¬ 
ed to the Board of Aldermen the peo¬ 
ple along River street objected to hav¬ 
ing the tracks relaid in the old location 
on the southerly side of River street be¬ 
cause it is a great inconvenience and so 
they circulated a petition and the Rail¬ 
way Company found a petition was be¬ 
ing circulated and went to work and rip¬ 
ped up the tracks and by the time the 
hearings were assigned they had the 
tracks laid according to the agreement 
made two years previously, but 
they did not pave the tracks. The 
petition was brought before the Board 
and the hearing granted and at the 
hearing there were several remonstrances 
against this matter, and the Board de¬ 
cided that the tracks should be located 
iu the centre of the street. 

“Afterwards that vote was rescinded 
and since that time the tracks have re¬ 
mained unpaved on the southerly side 
of River street to the great inconven¬ 
ience of the travelling public and to the 
people owning property on River street. 
If a person wants to make a call, a doc¬ 
tor or a provision man or other person 
with a carriage they have to leave their 
team on the other side of the street. 

"If a person wants to move from a 
bouse or into a house on the southerly 
side they are put to the great inconven¬ 
ience of backing the team away and 
back again every time a car comes each 
wav. A short time ago one family was 
moving out and one moving juto a house 
and they had great difficulty in backing 
the teams away, ami an express team 
was run into and the wagon damaged, 
and for years the people have suffered 
this great inconvenience. It is also very 
inconvenient for passengers in the win¬ 
ter time. 

"On the side where you leave the car 
there is a deep gutter that is filled with 
slush and it is verv hard to board a car 
or leave the car, if it was in the middle 
of the street you could have access from 
either side, and now when we have ves¬ 
tibule cars oftimes a person loses a car 
because they have to walk around the 
vestibule and many times the conduc¬ 
tor does not see them, so it is very in¬ 
convenient for the travelling public. 

“The travel along that street is con¬ 
stantly increasing and witli the advent 
of the automobile it is very dangerous. 
Sometimes a car U going by, an auto¬ 
mobile and a team and they all use the 
same driveway, they do not seem to pay 
any attention to right or left, so it is 
extremely dangerous. Then too that 
track has been swung around in some 
places so that instead of running close 
to the curb stone or gutter it is out 
three or four feet. 

“Every time they tear up a piece of 
the track it is laid regardless of its prop¬ 
er location. We have not been able to 
find that this Newton Street Railway 
Company ever had a location ou this 


street and they have not lived up to 
their agreement to pave the street as 
they should have done, and as the order 
reads, public convenience and safety de¬ 
mand that these tracks should he locat¬ 
ed in the centre of the street. 

“1 hope I have made the matter clear 
and that the members of the Board will 
understand the situation and realize how 
much the people have been inconvenien¬ 
ced in the last eighteen years. There is 
considerable history in connection with 
this location, it is all a matter of his¬ 
tory as to the methods used at the time 
of The hearing to get the remonstrants 
to keep away from the hearing, 

“The people were dealt with unjustly 
and 1 think it is only right and proper 
that this railway should be notified to 
ask for a location in this street.” 

Aid. Palmer. T trust that will he re¬ 
ferred to the Committee on Franchises 
and Licenses.” 

Aid. Weston : “I move that that order 
he referred to the Committee on Fran¬ 
chises and Licenses.” 

An order, rescinding order for con¬ 
crete sidewalk iu Irvington street and 
Nchoidcn road was read and adopted. 

Orders were adopted as follows: that 
the city treasurer he authorized to sell 
and dispose of registered certificates of 
indebtedness, Newton Washington street

For the first time in the history of the 
Newton street railway a conductor was 
charged in the police court, Saturday, 
with larceny of lares. George S. Doug¬ 
las, living in Waltham, was the defend¬ 
ant, and the larceny of 35 cents from 
the road was charged. 

He was found guilty and sentenced to 
40 days in the house of correction. lie 
appealed and later was admitted to bail. 
It was alleged that lie failed to “ring 
up” five fares on one trip and two on 
another. 

Officials of the road said that they 
regretted being forced to bring proceed¬ 
ings against any of their conductors. 
Although the road was first started in 
1867 as the Waltham & Newton horse 
car line, later becoming the Newton 
street railway, it had never before had 
an employe in court for alleged larceny 
of fares. Jt has been suspected for some 
time that a few conductors had failed 
to "ring up” every fare collected and 
the police were finally called in to as¬ 
sist in an investigation. Officials of the 
road say that other cases will probably 
follow.

CITY HALL NOTES 

City.Engineer I. T. Farnham is recov¬ 
ering from an attack of the grip. 

City Messenger Joseph D. Wellington 
lias been appointed a member of a com¬ 
mittee from the Massachusetts City Mes¬ 
sengers’ Club to arrange for an annual 
dinner at Bass point, June 22. 


The order introduced bv Alderman 
Condrin at Monday evening’s meeting 
oi the board making it imperative that 
the Newton street railway seek from the 
citv a relocation of its tracks on River 
street. West Newton, led to an interest¬ 
ing though unofficial discovery concern¬ 
ing the original granting of privileges 
to the street, railway company. 

It is Alderman Condrins opinion that 
the tracks should be relocated in the 
center of the thoroughfare to eliminate 
several obnoxious features which in the 
alderman’s opinion exist at present. The 
order was referred to the franchise 
committee. 

Turning hack to the acts of the legis¬ 
lature of. 1866, approved May 3 of that 
vear, one finds that section 1, Chapter 
$14. reads as follows: 

“Royal E. Robbins, John C. Stantgn, 
George Allen, their associates and suc¬ 
cessors, are hereby made a corporation 
bv the name of the Waltham and New¬ 
ton street railway company, with power 
to construct, maintain and use a street 
railway from some convenient point or 
points in the town of Waltham to some 
convenient point or points in the town 
of Newton with all the powers and priv¬ 
ileges and subject to all the duties, lia¬ 
bilities and restrictions set forth in all 
general laws which now are or may 
hereafter be in force relating to street 
railways; provided, however, that the 
track and rails shall not be laid across 
the location and tracks of the Boston 
& Worcester railway company.” 

Here it will be seen that the corpora¬ 
tion was free to go ahead and construct 
just about what it pleased and to run 
its cars as it chose. The city clerks of 
this city and Waltham have not as yet 
been able to discover in the archives any 
action on the part of the boards of se¬ 
lectmen which at that time constituted 
the local government of both places. 

It is only fair to consider, however, 
that the street railway, as it was then 
called, olanned only to operate horse- 
cars. which, of course, did not appear 
as formidable as electrics. Possibly, 
there might have been “somethin’ doin’ 
at taown meetin' ” had the promoters 
proposed a “broomstick” equipment of 
their line. 

It seems that the legislature of ’66 
was On the lookout for grade crossing 
complications, for it inserted a provision 
in the grant that the horse-car tracks 
should not be laid across the “Boston & 
Worcester railway company’s” tracks. 
By the term “Boston & Worcester”, as 
everyone knows, the general court “des¬ 
ignated the Boston & Albany railroad 
which at that time extended only to the 
“heart of the commonwealth." 

Often there is heard in regretful tones 
the yearning of some people to return 
to the “good old days” of legislation and 
town meeting control of affairs. Without 
disparaging the virtues of the law¬ 
makers of 40 years ago, it seems that 
such a liberal privilege as the Waltham 
& Newton street railway received in 
1866 was a great deal more than would 
be asked for or expected at the present 
lime. 

Today the local government of two 
leading towns would have been consult¬ 
ed and not ignored under like conditions 
and their demands would have been 
prettv thoroughly granted. And this is 
the “era of political corruption”.

What a Baa; Society 
Has Accomplished 

Auburndale Organization and 
Its Many Works 


The street department is experiment¬ 
ing with cement grout as a new surface 
for highways and this week has prepared 
portion of Commonwealth avenue, be¬ 
tween the entrance to the Braeburn club 
and Chestnut street, with this material. 
It is said to be ideal as a wearing sur¬ 
face and calculated to satisfy automo- 
bilisis, owners or horse-drawn vehicles 
and even the pedestrian if he has cour¬ 
age enough to try it. Another part of 
the avenue cast of Chestnut street has 
received a top-dressing of cold tar and 
crushed-stone dust. It is said that this is 
equally effective. At any rate the out¬ 
come of the tests will be noted with 
much interest. 


More striking than ever has been the 
demand this spring for houses which 
mav be rented at figures ranging from 
$20 to $30 a month. Many instances are 
known where desirable citizens—the 
kind President Roosevelt approves of— 
would have made their homes in New¬ 
ton if offered the opportunity they were 
seeking. The statement is made that the 
cost of building materials has advanced 
at an alarming rate, but as there are no 
positive indications of a decrease or of 
an immediate increase why should not 
conditions be improved? It is up to the 
investors of moderate means and worthy 
of their thought and action.

Mr. Colon S. Obcr, president of the 
Auburndale Village Improvement socie¬ 
ty, has prepared for Suburban Life an 
article on “Village Improvement” which 
is published in the June number of that 
periodical. It is illustrated by successful 
half-tone reproductions of views that are 
as familiar as they arc attractive to New 
ton people. Mr. Obcr’s contribution is 
as follows: 

There can be found in every country 
village and every suburban settlement 
a few homes where artistic taste is dis¬ 
played so plainly in every feature of the 
house and grounds, large or small, that 
a passer-by stops to think and $ay, “That 
is an ideal home.” 

What has made these homes so at¬ 
tractive? Largely the eternal vigilance 
of one, if not of all, of the occupants. 
Do such estates have an influence for 
good on people living in surrounding 
homes? Most assuredly. 

One of the mottoes of the Auburn¬ 
dale, (Mass.) Village Improvement So¬ 
ciety is, “A community of homes nat¬ 
urally attractive, made ideal by united 
effort,” and this united effort has been 
merged into one organization with offi¬ 
cers and an executive board to consider 
plans to be presented to the society for 
adoption or rejection. The purpose of 
the organization is the beautifying and 
adorning of the streets and public 
grounds of the village, especially by 
planting trees and shrubs and caring 
for and preserving them; to create and 
encourage in the community a spirit of 
improvement, which shatl stimulate ev¬ 
ery one to seek to make his own sur¬ 
roundings more attractive; to attend to 
matters affecting the public health, and 
to provide such entertainments as the 
board shall think proper. 

Our society was organized October 
31, 1883, with fifty-one members, and has 
executed scores of minor matters in the 
village,—all helpful. The annual dues 
of the men were fixed at one dollar, 
and of the women at fifty cents. Much 
money has been raised yearly by sub¬ 
scription, since the organization of the 
society, for matters of larger import¬ 
ance which appealed to members and 
other citizens not members. 

To illustrate our work more fully: 
there was need of a hall in the village 
in which the society could hold its meet¬ 
ings, and. inside of two years from the 
organization, $1,000 was raised to fit up 
such a room in the second story of the 
schoolhouse. There was need of proper 
places to post notices, so regular bulle¬ 
tin boards were made and placed in con¬ 
spicuous positions around the village. 

Guards for the protection of the many 
shade trees were furnished, and a flag 
was donated by this society for a new 
schoolhouse. Committees are constantly 
being appointed to confer with members 
of the city government regarding streets, 
sidewalks, lights, and similar matters, 
thus helping shape the work of the city 
in our ward to the best interests of our 
residents. 

Our village is unfortunate in being 
equally divided by the tracks of the Bos¬ 
ton and Albany railroad. This fact caus¬ 
ed the travelling public a walk to the 
nearest overhead bridge, and then a walk 
back again to the station. This society 
came to the rescue, and, by donating 
$300 toward a tunnel for foot-passengers 
secured a permanent passageway, which 
has proven to be one of the most useful 
improvements. 

A petition to the Governor of Massa¬ 
chusetts from this society was instru¬ 
mental in having one of our most pub¬ 
lic-spirited citizens apnointed a member 
of the Metropolitan Park Commission. 
This Commission seized land through 
Newton on the banks of the Charles 
river, thus eliminating old mills and 
buildings and many objectionable fea¬ 
tures, which marred the beauty and 
menaced the health of our citizens. The 
land taken for this purpose lias been im¬ 
proved by drives and paths along the 
banks of the beautiful Charles river, 
making a parkway with river scenery 
which is a delight to all visitors. We 
have bought ladders and tools to loan 
to citizens whose estates were troubled 
with *ihe gypsy and brown-tail moths, 
simply requiring that such tools be re¬ 
turned each night. 

Several years ago, a public-spirited 
citizen built a fine block for stores here, 
with a beautiful hall overhead, with 
seating’capacity for over 300 people and 
a stage large enough for an ordinary 
musical or dramatic company; our so¬ 
ciety, wishing to help support such a 
hall, four years ago started a scries of 
entertainments, and we have continued 
them, although, as yet, they have not 
proved a financial success. However, 
the society has voted to continue them, 
believing there is a public demand, and 
that their continuance will be helpful in 
many ways. 

We have employed better talent than 
we otherwise should have done but for 
the fact that we felt such entertain¬ 
ments would build up eventually a self- 
supporting course. Our citizens, hereto¬ 
fore, have gone to Boston to entertain¬ 
ments, a distance to and fro of twenty 
miles travel, besides the inconvenience 
of late trains. Many middle-aged people 
are much pleased to have the opportu¬ 
nity of home entertainments every win¬ 
ter. 

The young people have aided the so¬ 
ciety greatly by giving a dramatic or 
musical entertainment, with vocal talent 
only. This is the drawing card of the 
course, and furnishes an enjoyable occa¬ 
sion, both for actors and audience. The 
society, at present, with the aid of our 
ward alderman, is working for the en¬ 
actment of a city ordinance preventing 
by a fine the sweeping or throwing on 
the sidewalks or street of any paper, 
rubbish, banana peel, orange peel, or 
other refuse. Receptacles have been 
placed about the village to receive such 
material, and much progress is evident 
in educating the public in this direction 
The society has written to the head 
teacher in each of the two school build¬ 
ings, and they have instructed the chil¬ 
dren in all the rooms not to throw pa¬ 
per into the streets, hut to deposit it in 
the barrels placed for this purpose. Also, 
that they should walk on the sidewalks 
and streets, instead of taking short cuts 


across lawns. I am sorry to say th.it 
many very good people will walk upon 
the lawns of others, who resent such 
intrusion on their own lawns. 

Now for one more story of improve¬ 
ment, and this article will have to come 
to an end. One Sunday afternoon ,about 
seven years ago, a committee of three 
.persons from the Episcopal church, three 
from the Methodist church, and a like 
number from the Congregational church 
met in the chapel ot the latter, and 
agreed to meet this societv and organize 
to start a village branch library and 
reading and gamS-rooni. A meeting of 
the society was held, and a committee 
appointed to solicit funds to buy bqoks, 
shelving, tables, chairs, carpets, games, 
magazines and daily papers. $800 was 
raised; three rooms were engaged in 
the new block, which contained the hall; 
the furnishings were put in, and a wom¬ 
an who was a member of the committee 
acted as librarian, until the city of New¬ 
ton anpropriated $1,000 “for rent, hcat- 
•,,r lighting and salary for librarian. 
Then the society turned overdo the city 
the whole plant, thus furnished by the 
people of the village, and the city has 
since run the same as a branch of the 
public library of Newton. The patron¬ 
age bestowed by the village people on 
the library, reading-room and game- 
room amply testified to the necessity for 
ami appreciation of this great benefit. 

I fed very free to say that no village, 
city or town should be without an “im¬ 
provement society.” r ifst, it brings the 
people together socially for their uni¬ 
versal good; it promotes a noble public 
spirit; it develops a love and pride in 
one’s own locality which is helpful in 
every possible way; and I have yet to 
find am- influence emanating from any 
such societies except for the highest 
public good.

Believing that exact knowledge promotes co-operation, the New England 
Telephone and Telegraph Company Is publishing a series of brief 
expositions for some phases of telephony, for the benefit 
of Itself, and, as It hopes, for the benefit of all 
telephone users. 


BIG PUBLISHING "STUNT" 

With the possible exception of one. 
tio other book published runs into such 
larpc editions ns the telephone directory. 
Neither docs any other represent the 
same amount of incessant labor, and 
none is more accurate. Though mis¬ 
takes arc liable to creep into every hu¬ 
man production in spite of every pre¬ 
caution. the telephone directory is ack¬ 
nowledged to he more free from them 
than any other list of names compiled. 

The telephone directory is one of the 
most important adjuncts to good tele¬ 
phone service. As the telephone system 
gTc\v, not only in the number of people 
who made use of it hut in the number 
of times each person employed it. ob¬ 
viously it became impossible for opera¬ 
tors to keep the run of subscribers by 
name. To attempt to do so would not 
only make all sorts of chances foi* er¬ 
rors. hut would seriously reduce the 
quickness of the service. 

So, for the convenience of the large 
body of telephone users—there arc a 
quarter of a million regular subscribers 
alone now in the four northern New 
England states—and for the sake of 
uniformly good service, the New Eng¬ 
land company was compelled several 
years ago to establish the practice 
among its operators that they should 
not undertake to do their work bv name, 
so to speak, but must be told the num¬ 
ber of the telephone with which connec¬ 
tion was wanted. 

With 40.000 telephones added to the 
New England system each year, it is 
more necessary all the time that users 


of the service shall, to save their own 
time and “Central's", look numbers up 
before they call the operator. All told, 
upwards of a million copies of the New 
Knglnnd company’s different directories 
are distributed every twelve months. 
The records of new subscribers, of re¬ 
movals. of changes of number and all 
the other details that affect the make-up 
of the directory arc corrected each day 
in every one of the 488 exchanges in 
the system, and once in so often these 
corrections are forwarded to the cata¬ 
logue department, as it is called, where 
they arc transferred to proof sheets of 
the standing type of the next issue of 
the book.

Maybe lie has mis¬ 
laid his directory, or the man he wants 
is a new subscriber whose name does 
not appear in the last printed list. In 
such cases vott can always learn instant¬ 
ly the number you want by asking your 
operator to connect you with the “in¬ 
formation operator." The "information 
operators" in every exchange have spe¬ 
cial directories arranged by name, by 
numbers and by streets, so that no mat¬ 
ter what inquiry is made about subscri¬ 
bers’ numbers they can answer it imme¬ 
diately.

Rev. William Phipps’ Pastorate 

Editor of' the Graphic: 

Jii the magazine department of the 
Boston Sunday Globe of June 2 was a 
picture and descriptive article on the 
Congregational church and common at 
Paxton, A lass. The article seems to me 
to have more than a local interest for 
there are several in Newton whose early 
church home it was. The edifice ante 
dates the Revolution and was erected 
through efforts of its first pastor, Rev. 
Silas Bigelow of Shcrwsbury, Mass. 

Through many repairs and changes 
little in the interior remains except the 
doors. After standing for 85 years it 
was moved back, a porch added and 
hell purchased, in latter years this bell 
has been found to have come from the 
foundry of Paul Revere. The church 
had several excellent pastors. The one 
whose pastorate was the longest was 
Rev. Win. Phipps who retired 1871, af¬ 
ter 30 years service. He left a notable 
family of 5 children. Two sons graduat¬ 
ed at Amherst and entered the ministry. 
One is the well known former pastor, 
scholar and artist, of Newton High¬ 
lands and formerly of Wellesley. 

Rev. Mr. Phipps, his father, invented 
one of the first upright pianos made in 
this country, whilst pastor at Paxton, 
and placed it in the parsonage. It is now 
carefully preserved in the rooms of the 
Worcester Society of Antiquities. C.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 

For (he Government and use of the 
Charles River Reservation 

RULE 1. No person shall enter or 
leave the Reservation exceptat the regular 
designated entrances. 

RULE 2. No person shall dig tip, cut, 
break, remove, deface,detile, or ill-use any 
building, structure, fence, sign, bush, 
Plant, turf, rock or other thing herein, 
belonging to the Commonwealth, or have 
possession of any part thereof; but tills 
rule shall not prohibit the picking of wild 
flowers and edible berries in reasonable 
quantities for personal use. 

RULE 3. No person shall throw any 
stone or other missile; or have possession 
of or discharge any destructive weapon, 
tire rm, firecracker, torpedo or firework; 
or make a fire; or throw or place upon the 
ground a lighted match, cigar or other 
burning substance; or post, paint, affix or 
display any sign, notice, placard or adver¬ 
tising device; or. except with written au¬ 
thority from said Metropolitan Park Com¬ 
mission, engage in business, sell, or ex¬ 
pose for sale, or give away any goods, 
wares or circulars | or set a trap or snare; 
or injure or have possession of anv wild 
animal or bird ; or injure or disturb any 
bird's nest or eggs; or drop or place and 
suffer to remain any piece of paper or 
other refuse, except in the receptacles des¬ 
ignated therefor.

RULE 6. No person shall ride or drive 
an animal or vehicle except upon the 
driveways, or upon other than tlie right 
hand side of the road except when passing 
another animal or vehicle, or past an ani¬ 
mal or vehicle except to the left thereof, 
or across a road unless the right of way is 
given to all other animals or vehicles, or 
by the aide of more than one vehicle; or 
ride a cycle past an animal or vehicle 
going In the same direction without 
sounding a bell; or hitch a horse or other" 
animal to a fence, tree, bush or achrub. 

RULE 7. No peraon shall ride or 
drive an animal not well broken and 
under proper contiol; or ride or drive an 
animal or vehicle faster than st the rate of 
ten miles an hour or coast with a cycle or 
sled down any hill. 

RULE 8. No person In charge of anv 
animal, other than a dog, shall allow it to 
go upon the Reservation unless such ani¬ 
mal be used for pleasure travel on a wav 
or place provided therefor. 

RULE 9. No person shall have or al¬ 
low a vehicle for carrying merchandise, 
or a vehicle in use for carrying merchan¬ 
dise or articles other than the equipments 
proper for a pleasure vehicle, or a hearse, 
or auy vehicle in a funeral procession, 
except upon a traffic road, or to gain ac¬ 
cess by tne shortest way from the nearest 
street to the front entrance of a house fac¬ 
ing on the Reservation.

The "nature faker*’, of whom much 
has been printed of late, shows himself 
to be the personification of veracity 
when compared with the deliberate fak¬ 
er who prepares copy tor newspapers 
without regard to truth, accuracy of ev¬ 
en the laws of libel. It is not to be as¬ 
sumed for a moment that such a writer 
or his employers will consider for a 
moment the precise facts of the case, 
the possible damaging effects of a dis¬ 
torted story and least of all the elements 
of decency. 

There have been of late so many in¬ 
stances of preposterous and outrageous 
"faking on the part of certain daily 
newsnaoers that it is well a reader 
.should learn how to distinguish between 
a “Hash”, as it is called, and that 
which contains the truth and the truth 
alone. Unfortunately no formula is 
available and the only advice we can 
suggest is to learn the policy of the pa¬ 
per you arc reading. One good fake is 
certain to be followed by another, while 
one well-told, correct story is assurance 
that all the others are as carefully pre¬ 
pared. 

There is always the danger in the 
general condemnation of newspapers by 
those who say, “Oh, you can't believe 
anything vou read in the papers.” This 
assertion fins come to be as absurd as it 
is ancient and yet the newspapers who 
misstate facts for purposes of sensa¬ 
tionalism have been the very cause of 
the longevity of this veteran phrase. A 
good paper serves the community as no 
other public agency can. It conveys to 
the people such information that is for 
their benefit, pleasure or their particu¬ 
lar needs and uses. It reflects the life of 
the city or town in which it is publish¬ 
ed and’ reveals the character of the peo- 
ple. 

While you are weighing the merit of 
your daily paper it is not a bad idea to 
observe the kind of men it employs, if 
opportunity brings you in contact with 
them. A conservative, reliable paper de¬ 
mands the labor of a modest. active and 
intelligent man. It will not tolerate any 
other kind. Thu9 one may obtain an in¬ 
sight into the character of his favorite 
newspaper. 

Of course, there are people whose 
vivid imaginations are as keen as in the 
davs of their childhood.. Everyone 
knows that the juvenile mind sees 
things differently and delights in won¬ 
derment, wide-eyed mystery and general 
consternation. It is to this very class 
and no other that certain newspapers 
supply a constantly-felt want. The news¬ 
paper publishers will argue, if you can 
get them to be frank with you, that 
"there’s money in it”. That seems to be 
the only point they consider. 

It is folly to deliver a homily on the 
vices of yellow journalism when that 
verv form of newspaper work has pro¬ 
ven profitable to certain publishers, but 
one can repeat for the benefit of those 
who deplore such a state of affairs the 
necessity of cautious indorsement of 
cheap newspapers. 

If you patronize a cheap newspaper by 
even the purchase of a copy now and 
then vou merely postpone the lime 
when there will* be published only the 
TUw-pTipers that respectable people care 
to read. 


At this season of the year when the 
lavish charms of nature are made the 
more conspicuous by the delightful 
weather conditions, the general beauty 
of this city is emphasized more firmly 
than ever. A section, which, while great¬ 
ly admired, has not become so widely 
appreciated as it should be, is that 
known as the Oak Hill district. The re¬ 
cent purchase of the Or. Bigelow estate 
by a wealthy citizen who plans to make 
many improvements and yet retain the 
mansion and the tract of laud as a pri¬ 
vate residence, shows the value set upon 
Oak Hill as an ideal place for a semi- 
rural home. Oak Hill is easy of access 
and yet sufficiently removed from elec¬ 
tric cars as to satisfy those who desire 
complete retirement. As a matter of fact 
it is half as big as the town of Brook¬ 
line and yet is spa re sly settled. The man 
with an appetite for a "pretty little 
country home” can do no better in Mas¬ 
sachusetts, we believe, than by cstab- 
]tilling himseli in Oak Hill. Here is at¬ 
tractive scenery, excellent farm laud and 
useful and picturesque woodland. "What 
more is necessary? 


The news is found in another column 
of the band concerts to be given at Riv¬ 
er-ude on Saturday afternoons and eve¬ 
nings through June, July and August 
under the direction of the Metropolitan 
Park Commission.

Rear Admiral John W, Weeks 


The Boston Globe of June 14 says: It 
is now Rear Admiral Joint \V. Weeks, 
lie having been placed on the retire¬ 
ment list of the naval militia of the 
state of Massachusetts with that rank 
by general orders No. 11, which reads 
as follows: 

"The retirement of the following 
named commissioned office, 10 April. 
1900, as captain, is hereby rescinded, his 
retirement certificate recalled, and he 
is placed on the retired list of the Mas¬ 
sachusetts volunteer militia with the 
rank of rear admiral, under the provis¬ 
ions of chapter 504. acts of 1906, 
amending chapter 231, acts of 1904— 
Capt. John \V. Weeks, naval brigade 
—date April 10, 1900.” 

John \V. Weeks, ex-mayor of New¬ 
ton, and at present congressman from 
the 12th district, commanded the Mas¬ 
sachusetts naval brigade and brought 
it up to high efficiency before the Span¬ 
ish war. He is a New Hampshire prod¬ 
uct of good old colonial stock, became 
a school teacher at 16 and entered the 
U. S. naval academy in 1877, being 
graduated in 1881. Me served on the 
L’SS Powhatan and later on the steam¬ 
ship Richmond, the fiagship at the time 
of the Asiatic station. He left the reg¬ 
ular naval service in 1883 to engage in 
business, but was on hand when the call 
went forth in '98. and commanded un¬ 
til 1900, when he was retired at his own 
request, being succeeded liv Capt. Buf¬ 
fington of Fall River. In 1896 he was 
appointed by President Cleveland a 
member of the hoard of visitors to the 
L'. S. naval academy.

LIFE’S HANDICAPS 

Rev. A L Hudson Gives 
Forceful Sermon 

Refers to Trial of Harry 
Orchard at Boise 

Rev. Adclbcrt Lathrop Hudson preach 
cd last Sunday morning on "Handicaps,” 
taking as a text the advice of the Apos¬ 
tle Pan) to his colleague, Timothy: 
"Take thy part in suffering hardship as 
a good Soldier of Jesus Christ.” 

Referring to Paul's figure of speech 
he showed how the daily discipline of a 
soldier's life fits hint to meet emergen¬ 
cies with quiet effectiveness. The raw 
recruit is liable to become panic strick¬ 
en under fire; while the seasoned sol¬ 
dier, under the same circumstances, re¬ 
mains cool, steady and reliable. The very 
hardships he has had to endure, in the 
stern school of the soldier, have devel¬ 
oped in him the qualities required to 
render hint efficient. No doubt at first 
he regards these "hardships” as serious 
handicaps to a soldiers life; but larger 
i experience has taught him that without 
them he could not have become a sol- 
I dier at all. 

! A his fundamental fact, so self evident! 
in the military reference, Patti was anx- ! 
ions to impress upon his young colleague 
i who was about to face the trying condi¬ 
tions which the disciples of Jesus had to 
meet in the middle of the first century. 
But the lesson is no less timely and im¬ 
portant today. All of us must learn to 
"take our part in bearing hardships,” if 
we would become "good soldiers” in the 
battle of life. 

Usually, however, hardship is about 
the last thing we are willing to take our 
part in. Discipline never seems desirable 
at the time it is applied. We are all apt 
to find fault with the conditions which 
seem to handicap our progress and to 
think we might hope to win success if 
it were not for the obstacles and tliffi- 
! cultics which beset us. A young man 
eager for a college education but unable 
to realize it because he must work to 
support himself and others, feels for a 
time that his plans and ambitions for 
life arc mined. The young man without 
capital thinks that but for this haodicap 
he might become a successful business 
man, whereas now it seems most diffi¬ 
cult. Both of them, if they are of the 
right sort, are sure to learn in later life 
that the necessity for each of them to 
work out his own career was the great¬ 
est good fortune they could have had. 
That the success which they won at last 
was the logical result of the efforts they 
were compelled to make in overcoming 
obstacles. This is no abstract statement. 
Its truth could be verified a dozen times 
in this very congregation or in any sim¬ 
ilar company of successful men. Hun¬ 
dreds of men in the city of Newton# in 
looking hack over their lives would 
frankly admit that they are chiefly in¬ 
debted for the success which they have 
gained, to difficulties and hardships 
which seemed at the time to be discour¬ 
aging handicaps. 

What is true in the field of business 
or professional success is even more 
vita) in the development of character. 
We are much given to telling ourselves 
that we would be very much better 
folks, more kindlv disposed toward our 
neighbors, and more public spirited aud 
helpful as citizens if only we did not 
have so many individual troubles to 
bear, so much annoyance and vexation, 
so many disappointments and sorrows. 
And yet as a rule the most truly gener¬ 
ous, often the most cheerful and always 
the most sympathetic people are those 
who have learned to bear with calmness, 
with fortitude and courage the discipline 
of life—those who have come up through 
great tribulation,—who have climbed 
with bleeding feet the rough and tlwniy 
path wav which leads to the "Plains of 
Peace.” 

Another lesson wc need to learn about 
the handicaps of life is the Universality 
of such experiences. "There hath no 
trial come to you”, says the apostle, 
“but such as is common.” Our own grief 
or disappointment, or difficulty scents to 
stand out so entirely alone in the whole 
universe. It separates us from our kind 
when it should bring us nearer to them. 
Like a wounded animal which goes off 
alone to die, we too often nurse our sor¬ 
rows and intensify them by avoidance of 
others lest they hurt us through their 
inability to comprehend and be still. 

But it is much easier to realize these 
lessons after the immediate handicap, 
whatever its nature, has been overcome. 
The thing we most need is the insight to 
perceive that our present trouble may be 
made to serve our best developnnu aud 
ultimate success. That philosophy of life 
is of little value which tells us to shut 
our eyes to present evil and to declare 
with blind infatuation that it does not 
exist. The philosophy we need in one 
which while seeing with clear vision the 
nature of the evil against which we are 
striving at this ore sent moment, assures 
us that tits evil exists to he overcome 
by u>, and itt the very process to yield 
to us the rich reward of added character 
and power; that we are to “rise by the 
tilings that are under our feet;” and 
that our lives grow strong, just as the 
giants of the forest do, through the 
»tonns they have endured. 

But all of these lessons are of little 
value unless they grow out of the re¬ 
ligious motive. It was not merely "as a 
gtxxl soldier” that Paul wished Timothy 
to "suffer hardship” hut "as a good sol¬ 
dier of Jeaus Christ.” It is important 
to understand, however, just what we 
mean by the religious motive. For often 
the most selfish motives masquerade 
t Item selves under the name of religion. 

During the past week the people of this 
country and of the civilized world have 
been appalled by the evidence in a 
great state trial in Idaho making con¬ 
fession of numerous cold blooded mur¬ 
ders committed by one man who claims 
to have acted under the direction of the 
officers of a well known public organiza¬ 
tion. The logical sequence and coher¬ 
ence of the story has been remarkable, 
nor has the testimony of the witness 
been shaken by a most searching and 
able cross e-xaminatiim. 

What motive has impelled this mail 
to reveal these crimes? The defense 
quite naturally reply: "It is to save his 
life. He has been promised immunity 
from the death penalty as a reward for 
implicating these defendants.” But the 


greatest skill of the attorneys for the 
defendants has failed to draw out any 
support for this assumption. In the clos¬ 
ing half hour of the examination another 
equally rational and more probable ex¬ 
planation was elicited. It appears that 
under the influence of a priest he had 
been led to turn his thoughts toward 
the future life until he became convin¬ 
ced that he must make this confession 
in order to save It is soul from endless 
torment. 

Now. in analyzing flic credibility’ of 
his tcstnniotvy this motive is more favor- 
aide to a belief in its truthfulness than 
that suspected by the defense. For he 
might reasonable expect to gain the fa¬ 
vor of the authorities in Idaho if his 
story helped to convict the defendants 
who were on trial whether the story in 
itself were true or false; but before 
the court of high heaven he could not 
hope to gain favor by falsehood. For he 
could lie as well assured as was the 
King in the piny of Hamlet that 
“There is no shuffling, there the action 
lies 

In its true nature; and we ourselves 
compelled, 

Even- to the teeth and forehead of our 
faults, 

To give in evidence.” 

He might save his life by lying; but 
he could 1 slot hope to save his soul ex¬ 
cept through uncompromising truth. 

But when we consider the religious 
character of such a motive the saving 
of ones soul from endless torture is 
quite as selfish and personal as the sav¬ 
ing of ones neck from the rope Dr ones 
body from the electric chair. We must 
learn not to degrade religion to the lev¬ 
el of self interest. When we speak of 
the religious motive as the central 
thought in successfully overcoming the 
handicaps of life wc have in mind no 
such selfish motive as that which act¬ 
uated Orchard in his horrible confess¬ 
ion. Rut rather that growing sense of 
our relation to the Universal life which 
enables us to realize our common unity 
and our divine destiny—that motive 
which leads us in the very midst of 
lifes commonplace duties to recognize 
that the chief purpose of all experience 
is the building of noble character, the 
making of a soul. Their shall we be¬ 
come in truth “good soldiers of Jesus 
Christ” when we learn like him to seek 
the heights of being where we can say’ 
“1 and my father are one.”

TELEPHONE TALKS 


Believing that exact knowledge promotes co-operation, the New England 
Telephone and Telegraph Company Is publishing a series of brief 
expositions of some phases of telephony, for the benefit of 
Itself, and, as It hopes, for the benefit of all 
telephone users. 


“THEY DOITUNSWER.” 

It is always annoying when you arc 
trying to get somebody on the telephone 
to be told that "they don’t answer.” 
And if you are in an unusual hurry, or 
are particularly disappointed, or are a 
little excited—for the moment you have 
waited seems like ail age sometimes— 
you mav think that “Central” is to 
blame. If you are specially irritated you 
may even accuse the operator of not 
having tried at all to get the person 
vou want. 

Look into your exchange some day— 
the manager will be giad to see you any 
time—and watch how its work is done. 
Then you’ll feel differently about it. 
You can rest assured that if "Central” 
says "they don’t answer,” they don’t. She 
has tried her best to get them, hut with¬ 
out success. 

The first thing the operator does when 
you give her a call is to "test” to see it 
the number you ask for is busy. If the 
line is not in use, she connects with it 
and rings the subscriber’s bell. If no¬ 
body answers her first ring within 15 
seconds she rings again. If there is still 
silence after another quarter of a min¬ 
ute she rings a third time. If there is no 
response in the next 15 seconds she re¬ 
ports to you "they don't answer.” Then 
she will ring again, and again, and again, 
if you ask her to. It is a good ileal like 
ringing someone’s doorbell. If nobody 
comes to let you iti after you have rung 
two or three times you make up your 
mind that the family is out and go 
away. The telephone company has to 
stop somewhere, and it gives up at the 
end of a minute and a half to two min¬ 


utes, after ringing three times, unless 
it is asked to keep on. 

Most often, you will notice, it is when 
you call up a residence that you are 
told "they don’t answer.” The reason is 
simple when you come to think of it, 
but probably it doesn’t occur to every¬ 
body. In a business place the telephone 
is pretty sure to be located where the 
bell can be heard easily and there is 
someone whose business it is to answer 
calls. At any rate, there is always some¬ 
body near the instrument to answer 
promptly in business hours. There are 
lots of times, of course, when there is 
nobody at home to answer a residence 
telephone. Besides, a good many people 
insist on haying their house telephones 
put in out of tne way corners. 1 he re¬ 
sult is that the ringing of the bell is not 
always heard, and, even when it is 
heard, answering it means a trip into an¬ 
other room or upstairs. Then, too, it is 
inn always convenient to drop house¬ 
work or leave company ami go to the 
telephone instantly, and that makes a 
dela 1 * which gives the impression that 
there is nobody on hand to answer your 
summons. 

These tilings no doubt have a good 
deal to do with your being told "they 
don’t answer." lit many cases they ac¬ 
count for your meeting; a friend every 
now ami then who says, when vou tell 
him you tried to call him up and could¬ 
n’t get him, that he "was there all the 
tune.” They also go to explain why, 
when you answer your own telephone 
after a delay, you are sometimes told by 
the operator that "there is nobody on 
your line now.” The person who was 
calling you has given you up ami gone 
away

Neither chauffeur saw the other in time 
to avoid a collision, however, and the 
machines came together with a crash 
that could be heard throughout the 
neighborhood. 

The touring car struck the smaller au¬ 
tomobile in the middle of the left side, 
knocking it into a sign post. The post 
was broken off, a letter box knocked 
from its nosition and the rear wheels of 
the smaller car broken off. The car 
brought up against a hydrant and turn¬ 
ed over on its side. 

The right forward wheel of the tour¬ 
ing car was broken off and this ma¬ 
chine also went over onto its side. Much 
of the upper work as well as the run¬ 
ning gear of both machines was badly 
damaged. 

Two women and a man occupied each 
machine. The six passengers were 
thrown onto the lawn at the southeast¬ 
erly corner of the junction. They, were 
assisted to their homes, and it is be¬ 
lieved they received no serious injuries. 

The touring car is said to have been 
owned by Mr. Rogers only a few weeks.

Massachusetts State Federation 

The Massachusetts State Federation 
of Women's Club held it fifteenth an¬ 
nual meeting at Great Barrington this 
week by invitation of the Thursday 
Morning Club. The convention opened 
with a reception Tuesday evening giv¬ 
en to the federation officers, delegates 
and visiting dub-women. The Wednes¬ 
day morning session was opened with 
an address of welcome by Airs. Anna 
E. Giddings, president of the Thursday 
Morning Club, and Miss Helen A. 
W hittier responded for the State Fed¬ 
eration. Miss Whittier spoke of the an¬ 
nual meeting held ten years ago in 
Great Barrington and the pleasure of 
accepting again the same generous hos¬ 
pitality. Mrs. Sarah S. Platt Decker 
brought greetings from the general fed¬ 
eration and the New England State 
Federations were well represented. 

The annual reports of the officers 
were then taken up. Miss Whittier in 
her report as President said in part:— 

*’ In the past ten years the Massachu¬ 
setts State Federation has doubled its! 
membership, has revised its by-laws, 
and has instituted the conference of 
^residents. Ten years ago there was no 
Federation journalism, in 1897 Miss 
Winslow started the “Club-Woman" 
and there has never been a more pow¬ 
erful agency for spreading the federa¬ 
tion idea and influence than that exert¬ 
ed by the “Club-Woman” and its suc¬ 
cessor “The Federation Bulletin". The 
General Federation had only begun. 
The introduction of standing commit¬ 
tees to carry on the work oi the Feder¬ 
ation came in these years and this pol¬ 
icy has been developed until wc have 1 
now eleven departments closely corre¬ 
lated on the one side to those of the 
General Federation and on the other 
to similar departments in our own in¬ 
dividual clubs. The bazar fund of $6000 
acquired as a reserve fund for special 
objects has enabled us to maintain for 
another year the Massachusetts Model 
School in Georgia; to carry on the set¬ 
tlement work in the Tennessee moun¬ 
tains ; to meet a portion of the expense 
of publishing a pamphlet in' regard to 
the “School City", to cooperate with 
the Women’s Educational and Indus¬ 
trial Union of Boston in preparing a 
series of statistical charts showing con¬ 
ditions in domestic service which was 
exhibited at the Industrial Exposition 
held in Boston last April and attracted 
much attention; and most important of 
all,^ the fund has enabled us to endow 
a fellowship for one year which has 
permitted certain investigations into 
factory conditions. 

“Much earnest work is being put into 
preparations for our guests of the bi¬ 
ennial and we ought also to consider 
preparing ourselves to benefit by the 1 
privileges that the biennial will bring. 
It ought not to be possible to find one 
club-woman, in Massachusetts ignorant 
of the aims and achievements of the 
Federation. Let us in Massachusetts 
make this a General Federation year and 
endeavor to understand what the Gen¬ 
eral Federation and State Federation 
stand for, remembering always that the 
issues which they present are the vital 
issues of our own communities.” 

The remainder of the morning was 
devoted to the reports of the other offi¬ 
cers and chairmen. The clerk, Mrs. 
Julia K. Aldrich, reported that sixteen 
clubs had been admitted during the year 
so that the Federation now comprises 
236 clubs with a membership of 34,179 
women. 

The afternoon session was opened 
with an address by Mrs. Philip N. 
Moore of. St. Louis who spoke on the 
“Educational Side of the General Fed¬ 
eration work. Miss Georgie Bacon, first 
vice-president of the State Federation, 
reported for the local biennial board, 
and Mrs. Emmons Crocker of Fitch¬ 
burg gave a resume of the council just 
hold in Jamestown. 

The convention closed Wednesday 
evening with addresses by Mrs. Sarah 
S. Platt Decker, president of the Gen¬ 
eral Federation, and Mrs. Philip Car¬

THEATRES 

Colonial Theatre—Geo. M. Cohan’s 
newest musical play, "50 Miles From 
Boston,” began an engagement at the 
Colonial Theatre, Boston, last Monday 
night and scored an unqualified success. 
Mr. Cohan’s trigger finger must be very 
steady, for he has again hit the bull's 
eye square in the centre, and it would 
seem that he is unable to miss his mark 
when the production of a likeable play 
is the target. "50 Miles From Boston” 
certainly caught the crowd that tested 
the capacity of Boston’s handsomest 
playhouse. In "50 Miles From Boston” 
Cohan has improved upon his earlier ef¬ 
forts as a playwright, and his present 
comedy with music will unquestionably 
add to his reputation as well as his bank 
account. The hero is a Harvard student 
hut he bears no resmeblance to "Brown 
of Harvard,” with whom theatre-goers 
are acquainted. On the contrary, he is 
an original creation, and as played by 
Donald Brian, he becomes a real hero 
from the moment he is carried into view 
on the shoulders or his admiring towns¬ 
men. The story of "50 Miles From Bos¬ 
ton” has to do with Joe Westcott, who, 
in the play, is the star pitcher at Har¬ 
vard. He wins an important game for 
liis club, and sets his townsfolk wild 
thereat. In his home town there are two 
young chaps—David Harrigan, the 
Brookfield dude, and Jed Woodis, broth¬ 
er and assistant to the postmistress. 
Handgun and Woodis make a bet against 
their home town hero, and Jed Woodis 
steals four hundred dollars—his half of 
the eight hundred dollar bet—and ,of 
-course, loses it. At the end of the first 
act, Woodis is in such a desperate frame 
of mind that he is ready to kill young 
Westcott in order to remove him as 
Harrigau’s rival. Sadie appears on the 
scene just in time to prevent the mur¬ 
der, and Woodis, to quiet suspicion, 
shoots and kills a bird in the tree-top 
above.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 

For Ihs Govirnmint snd use of the 
Charles River Reservation 

RULE 1. No person shall enter or 
leave the Reservation except at the regular 
designated entrances. 

RLLE 2. No person shall dig up, cut, 
break, remove, deface, defile, or (Tl-uae any 
building, structure, fence, sign, bush 
plant, turf, rock or other thing herein, 
belonging to tbe Commonwealth, or have 
possession of any part thereof; but this 
rule shall not prohibit the picking of wild 
flowers and edible berries lu reasonable 
quantities for personal use. 

RULE 3, No person shall throw any 
stone or other missile; or have possession 
of or discharge any destructive weapon, 
fire rnj, firecracker, torpedo cr firework; 
or make a fire; or throw or plaae upon the 
ground a lighted match, cigar or other 
burning substance; or post, paint, affix or 
display any sign, notice, placard or adver¬ 
tising device; or. except with written au¬ 
thority from said Metropolitan Park Com¬ 
mission, engage in business, sell, or ex¬ 
pose for sale, or give away any goods, 
wares or circulars; or sec a trap or snare; 
or injure or have possession of any wild 
animal or bird; or injure or disturb any 
bird's nest or eggs; or drop or place and 
suffer to remain any piece of paper or 
other refuse, except in tbe receptacles des¬ 
ignated therefor. 

RULE 4. No person shall solicit the 
acquaintance of or annoy another person ; 
or utter any profane, threatening, abusive 
or indecent language or loud outcry; or 
solicit any subscription or contribution; 
or have possession of or drink any intox¬ 
icating liquor; or play any game of chance ; 
or have possession uf any instrument of 
gambling; or do any obscene or indecent 
act; or preach; or pray aloud ; or make an 
oration or harangue, or any political or 
other canvass; or move in a military or 
civic parade, drill or procession; or lie 
down upon a bench or go to sleep there¬ 
on ; or play any musical Instrument except 
by written authority from said Metropol¬ 
itan Park Commission. 

RULE 5. No person shall bathe ex¬ 
cept In a proper costume and at places 
designated therefor, or loiter or run about 
or He upon the beach or shore in bathing 
costume. 

RULE ff. No person shall ride or drive 
an animal or vehicle except upon the 
driveways, or upon other than the right 
hand sloe of the road except when passing 
another animal or vehicle, or past an ani¬ 
mal or vehicle except to the left thereof, 
or across a road unless the right of way Is 
given to all other animals or vehicles, or 
by the side of more than one vehicle; or 
ride a cycle past an animal or vehicle 
going In the same direction without 
Bounding a bell; or hitch a horse or other 
animal to a fence, tree, buBli or schrub. 

RULE 7. No person shall ride or 
drive an animal not well broken and 
under proper control; or ride or drive an 
animal or vehicle faster than at ihe rate of 
ten miles an hour or coast with a cycle or 
sled down any hill. 

RULE 8. No person lu charge of any 
animal, other than a dog, shall allow it to 
go unon the Reservation unless such ani¬ 
mal be used for pleasure travel on a way 
or place provided therefor.

No person having charge of 
an animal shall allow the same to stand 
without some proper person to take charge 
of the same, except that an animal hitched 
to a place provided therefor, or to a weight 
of not less than tweuty pounds, may be 
allowed to stand unattended for uot more 
than five minutes. 

RULE 13. No person shall refuse or 
neglect to obey any reasonable direction 
of a police officer.

Rev. Dr. Clark Has Been Prnmotlng the 
Christian Endeavor Movement

President Charles S. Mel len of the 
New York, New' Haven & Hartford 
Railroad, who so recently at Washing¬ 
ton rivalled the fame of Mettus Curtius, 
fins again distinguished himself by a deed 
of sublime audacity. Beacon Hill is 


hoarse with the Massachusetts equiva¬ 
lent for "Lynch him " Last year Gov¬ 
ernor Guild became aware that the im¬ 
petuous Mellon was buying up Bay 
Stale trolley lines and threatening to 
?peiul million? of tainted inoncv in con¬ 
necting them through backwoods regions 
which have less population now than 
they had twenty years agd. "Monopoly!” 
shouted the fearless young disciple of 
the All Curlier. With General Guild to 
hear or see is but to speak and act while 
others think. With his 100 per cent mil¬ 
itary chest heaving in righteous wrath, 
he commanded the attorney general, 
principally through the newspapers, to 
prevent in the courts if possible the ex¬ 
penditure by the accused A 1 cl len of any 
more poisoned lucre within the confines 
of the Commonwealth for the develop¬ 
ment of transportation. The invader was 
haled before the Great and General 
Court and compelled to promise not to 
reduce further the number of trolley 
strap hangers or berail any more the 
jungles of Massachusetts until his plans 
should have been judicially examined. 
All went well until one day last month 
when a horrible chill struck the spine of 
every lover of liberty. The Old Guard, 
who pine for the days when Boston's 
transit system was split into a dozen 
companies and who objected to the trol¬ 
ley car anyway, because, they said, it 
would go so fast as to hurt the eyes of 
lookers on and the wires would drop 
and kill people, awoke one morning to 
read that Chares S. Ale!len, not sated 
with spending $150.0tK),0(X) in four years 
in rolling stock, .roadbed, bridges and 
trolley lines parallel or tributary, was 
about" to jump the fence and work sim¬ 
ilar havoc with the dear old Boston & 
Maine. In order to understand the bit¬ 
terness of the discovery it must be re¬ 
membered that it is contrary to law tor 
a railroad incorporated iu Massachu¬ 
setts to grow. J f such a company has the 
money to buy a connecting line there 
has to be a public hearing before the 
Railroad Commission, and while this is 
going cm somebody else buys the con¬ 
necting line. The same beneficent stat¬ 
ute provides that witch new stock is is¬ 
sued for improvements the commission 
shall fix the price at which the share¬ 
holders oi record may purchase, usually 
people can get all they want in the mar¬ 
ket at a lower figure, hence recent is¬ 
sues have not been screeching successes.

TELEPHONE TALKS 


Believing that exact knowledge promotes co-operation, the New England 
Telephone and Telegraph Company Is publishing a series of brief 
expositions of some phases of telephony, for the benefit of 
Itself, and, as It hopes, for the benefit of all 
telephone users. 


“THE LINE IS BUSY,” 

One of the mysteries of “Central” to 
mo?t telephone users is how the opera¬ 
tor can fell so quickly when “the line is 
busy.” There are stiff a few people, per¬ 
haps, who believe that she docs not 
know, but simply reports a number as 
busy to save herself trouble. But any¬ 
body who uses the telephone very much 
is perfectly well aware that the" circuit 
is not reported as being in use unless it 
really is iti use. It is "good business” 
for the telephone company to establish 
conversation whenever it is in any way 
possible to do so; and nobody questions 
but that the telephone company is get¬ 
ting all the business it can. 

When you call up “Central” she con¬ 
nects herself with your line by means of 
a “cord” on the end of which is a brass 
plug that fits closely into the "jack” or 
switch socket in which your line termi¬ 
nates in the switchboard. The connecting 
cords are arranged iti pairs, and when 
yon give the operator the number of the 
telephone with which you want to talk 


she takes the second cord of the pair 
she is using for your call and touches 
the tip of the brass plug at the end of it 
to the "jack” of the line you require. If 
the circuit is already connected up in 
some other part of the hoard, the opera¬ 
tor hears a clicking noise in her head 
telephone; then, of course, she reports 
to you that the "line is busy.” If there 
is no warning click when she touches 
the jack she pushes the connecting plug 
in and rings. 

A commoner cause of “busy reports” 
than most people realize is the large 
number of subscribers who take party¬ 
line service, especially at their residen¬ 
ces. The particular person you want to 
reach may not be using his telephone 
when you call for it, but if there arc 
other subscribers on the same circuit 
the line may be busy just the same. 
And your friend may not know that it 
is. That is why sometimes when “Cen¬ 
tral” tells you “the line is busy” your 
friend will say afterwards that he doesn't 
understand how that could be, because 
he wasn't using the telephone at all at 
the time you tried to call him.

JAMESTOWN 


Psrfonal Eupsrlsncs* of tha Editor 


Honored by the Massachusetts Press 
Association with an election as delegate 
to the National Editorial Association 
meeting recently held at the Jamestown 
Exposition, 1 left Boston Saturday af¬ 
ternoon June 8 th. The New line of 
steamers afforded an attractive route to 
New York from Fall River and 1 found 
the accommodations to be tirst class. 
Scraping all acquaintance with the Cap¬ 
tain. while an excellent and moderate 
priced dinner was being served, an invi¬ 
tation followed to visit the pilot house 
during the evening. It proved an inter¬ 
esting and unique experience to witness 
the actual running of a large steamer. 
The utmost care is taken to note on the 
log. the time each light is passed, the 
revolutions of the engine, and the con¬ 
ditions of wind and tide. Jamestown was 
reached early in the evening, but not the 
Jamestown of our destination. It was 
merely Jamestown, R. I., opposite New¬ 
port. Whose lights twinkled across the 
channel. Point Judith has a revolving 
light on land with a Hashing light on the 
outside of the channel. T his light we 
were told cost $ 20 , 000 , stand 30 tcet out 
of water, and contains gas enough to 
burn continuously night and day for six 
months. After our search light had 
picked out this Imoy we caught a glimpse 
of Montauk Point light, some thirty 
miles away on the easterly end of Long 
i>laii<l. 

1 he entrance by Sound steamer into ; 
New York is always interesting, hut is 
probably well known to most readers of 
the Graphic 

After breakfasting in New York we 
took train for Washington, intending to 
take the night boat down the Potomac 
to Norfolk. Our plans for a stateroom 
had unaccountably miscarried, and as 
the next day was* Georgia Day at the 
Exposition, with an address by the 
President, the boat was crowded. With 
assurances that we could obtain cots we 
went on board early, fortunately for us 
in respect to getting down the river, hut 
unfortunately in almost every other way. 
if steamboat management could be any 
worse, it was not known to the people 
aboard the "Norfolk" of the Washing- 
ton-Norfolk line that night. The manner 
in which women and children were 
treated, to say nothing about the men, 
was simply outrageous. The food ac¬ 
commodations were poor, many wait ng 
over an hour, just to get into the dining 
room and then informed there was in¬ 
sufficient food. The 'bar was kept open 
of course, and drunken men added to 
the pleasures (?) of the occasion More 
than double the number of passengers 
licensed to be carried were on the ooat 
and mattresses were spread in every 
available spot. Most of the men slept m 
chairs, (that is if they were able to hold 
onto a chair I and caught a few minutes 
sleep now and then. 

All were glad when morning broke, 
and recovered from their indignation 
sufficiently to admire the _ battleships 
American and foreign, which lay in 
Hampton roads. 

We lauded directly at the Exposition 
grounds, just across the channel from 
Point Comfort, about seven thirty, 
Monday morning, tired, sleepy and cross. 

Strange as it may seem, the Exposi¬ 
tion is not at Jamestown, hut is at Se- 
wall’s Point, a part of Norfoik, Va., 
some 30 miles away from its rightful 
destination. A deep water pier, fully 
1000 feet long, juts out into the water 
for the steamer landing, and there is a 
cunning, toy-looking locomotive and 
triple seated cars, if you care to ride to 
tlie entrance of the grounds. 

We were not informed of the plans 
of the Editorial Association and missed 
an opportunity to follow, on a steamer, 
the President’s yaclu as it passed be¬ 
tween and received the salutes pf the 
numerous battleships. But wc had a front 
seat at the reviewing stand where the 
elaborate morning exercises were held, 
and which were described so fully in 
tl;e daily papers. 

It was my first opportunity to see and 
hear the President, and 1 w.i.-„ Mirpriscd 
■ to sec how accurately the magazines and 
papers have caught his characteristic ex¬ 
pressions and gesture?. We sat within 
thirty feet of the Presidential box and 
much nearer^ the ambassadors and fta- 
val officers of other countries as well as 
our own. The Duke of Aoruzzi was re¬ 
splendent in a green sarii across his 
breast, and numerous and _b.*autiful 
stars and medals. The naval officers and 
military men were in full regalia of 
gold lace and importance. Cardinal C.ib- 
bons. frail and pale, was conscious in 
his red silk robe and cap. but when he 
rose to speak, it was impossible to know 
whether he was speaking or praying. 
The President could be heard from 
where we sat. but from the manners of 
conversation from the rear of the stand, 
it was evident that his voice did not have 
a wide range. The crowd in front stood 
patiently thru two hours of speech mak¬ 
ing, of which only those in it out could 
have heard a word. 

The military parade which followed 
was well worth seeing. As the various 
organizations passed by the stand, ap¬ 
plause and cheers were heard all around. 
r l he West Pointers, the boys irom An¬ 
napolis, the first of the jackies, were all 
warmly received, and the spectacular 
white uniforms and white plumes cf til* 
Richmond Blues made a pretty picture. 

'the President addressed the Asso¬ 
ciation after lunch, jziviii" us a better 
oimorumity to see and hear him than in 
the morning. The most thrilling featuir 
of the afternoon, however, was the play¬ 
ing of the "Lost Chord" on the great 
organ accompanied by a full military 
band. It was repeated a second lime by 
request, and was simply wonderful in 
it? execution and aunerb in its beauty. 

The evening rounded out a most in¬ 
teresting day with the electrical illumi¬ 
nation of the 27 battleships in the har¬ 
bor. Words cannot describe the beauty 
of the scene. Each line of the vessels 
was accentuated with a white light, 
which made it appear like a fabric of 
frosted silver, floating mid air. The 
broad piazzas of the hotel gave a per¬ 
fect view of the entire fleet and I feast¬ 
ed my eyes oil its beauty until it was 
over. . . 

The National Editorial Association 
was addressed by such well known men 
at Jacob A. Riis of New York, Col. 
John Temple Graves of Atlanta. Gov¬ 
ernor Vance of North Carolina and Mr 
Crosbv Noyes, of the Washington Star. 
The addresses were more than excell¬ 
ent That of Mr. Riis alone was well 
worth all the discomfort of tlie trip. The 
: Southerners were natural orators and 
i made their audiences cry and lauvh ni 
I will As a business organization, the 
Association was a miserable failure, but 


tlie delegates received the wannest hos¬ 
pitality, and all had a good time. Ex¬ 
cursions were made by steamer to *' 
rightful Jamestown, with a side visit to 
Garrett’s winery at Portsmouth. A trol¬ 
ley trip, with an excellent clam bake at 
Virginia Beach, occupied an afternoon 
and evening and the warm hospitality 
of the Virginia Press Association and 
tlu* city of Richmond on Saturday 
brought the week to a brilliant close. 

An enjoyable feature of the week to 
the Mass, delegation and their ladies, 
was the breakfast tendered them by Miss 
Gertrude L. Brinkhotts, the young lady 
in charge of the Massachusetts state 
building at the Exposition. Miss Rritik- 
lious was a delightful hostess, and the 
compliment was highly appreciated both 
socially and gastronomically. 

lhe Massachusetts state building, by 
the way, is unlike the other state edi¬ 
fices, in* that it holds an exhibit of school 
work from Massachusetts cities, iqjcUtd- 
iug Newton, and photographs ot the 
work of the various state commissions. 
Other state buildings are principally used 
as summer residences for the various 
commissioners and their friends. Our 
building is a replica of the old State 
House, and with the Illinois building,, 
adjoining, enjoys the only hit of green 
lawn inside the grounds. 

The Exposition is not a success. Pos¬ 
sibly the less said about it the better. It 
is unfinished and in my candid opinion : 
will never be completed. The roads are 
utipaved. and ankle deep in mud on 1 
rainy days and stiffing with dust on dry 
ones’. Every other building, outside of 
the state buildings, is still surrounded 
with scaffolding, and iti those which are 
completed outwardly, hardly a third of 
tlu* exhibits are in place, Raleigh Court 
is magnificently planned, but I fear its 
beauties are not for the present year. 
Railroad tracks, freight cars and heaps 
of debris occupy the ground and tly 
beautiful government pier, adjacent, is 
not half done. We were shown a bit of 
carpentering on which four men had 
worked five days, and it would have 
been considered a small amount rff 
work for two men in one dav up North. 
The Southern method of work is not 
conducive to rapid nro^ress, 

Tlu* worst feature of Jamestown is 
the matter of food. All supplies, includ¬ 
ing water, must be brought from Nor¬ 
folk. eight miles away. It is impossible 
to obtain good food, orooerlv cooked, 
moderately well served and at reason¬ 
able prices, either withhi o- without the 
grounds. One restaurant charges five 
cents a glass for water and five dollars 
for a porterhouse steak. One must wait 
from fortyfive minutes to an hour for 
the simplest order and pay enormous 
prices. 

We stopped at the Inside Tun—a 
place not to be recommended to others. 
Privacy is impossible with only a board 
partition between rooms, and an all 
night poker game over head is not an 
aid to rest. 

Jamestown is emphatically a good 
place to keep away from until October, 
“at least, and then sleeping quarters 
should he obtained either at Norfolk-or 
at Point Comfort. 


Fireman Dead 

Death came to a fireman in this city 
in a peculiar way yesterday afternoon, 
when driver Norman P. Snell, aged 42 
years, dropped dead and fell headlong 
while driving Chemical A at a last pace 
through Watertown st in response to 
an alarm for a trifling fire. 

At great risk Asst. Chief George S. 
Holmes boarded the chemical, climbed 
around to the seat and recovered the 
reins after the horses had run several 
hundred yards with the reins hanging. 

In response to an alarm from box 
242, located on Crafts street near a large 
planing mill, chemical A was being driv¬ 
en from engine house 2, 1455 Washing¬ 
ton street. West Newton, through Wat¬ 
ertown street, the alarm having come in 
at 4:51. Opposite the house of engineer 
George K. Stacy, when a hose wagon 
was ahead and steamer 2 rapidly follow¬ 
ing, driver Snell was seen to fall sud¬ 
denly into the street. He uttered no cry, 
according to the firemen on the other 
pieces of apparatus following. 

Asst. Chief Holmes was opposite the 
chemical in his light wagon, driven by 
Daniel Cochrane, when driver Snell 
pitched off the scat. Seeing that the 
chemical’s wheels had not gone oyer tlie 
body Asst. Chief Holmes sunt his wag¬ 
on ahead with all possible speed. 

When he had reached a point nearly 
opposite a stable of the water department 
he jumped from the rear of his wagon 
and riin along beside the rapidly ap¬ 
proaching chemical. 

“I caught hold of the short ladders , 
carried on the chemical, botyded the 
rear end and then secured the rein*’’, 
said lie afterward. Firemen who saw the 
daring work warmly praised the assist¬ 
ant chief for it was with no little risk 
that he climbed over part of tlie chem¬ 
ical while the horses were running at 
their fastest pace. Luckily the horses 
kept on Uowm the thoroughfare and at 
no time did they, run wild. 

Driver Snell was picked up and taken 
to police headquarters at West Newton 
in an automobile by M. S. Bryson, who 
was oil the way to the fire in his ma¬ 
chine. The body was quickly transferred 
to the police ambulance and hurried to 
the Newton hospital, hut the fireman was 
bevond human aid. 

The alarm to which driver Snell was 
responding was for a blaze in a pile of 
shavings at the stuirbuildiug shop of 
James McDuff. 19 Crafts street, which 
did less than $5 damage. Owing to the 
close proximity to box 24 2 of other 
mills an alarm from this locality is re¬ 
ceived with no little anxiety. 

Driver Snell was appointed to the call 
force Jan. 1, 1890. He was promoted to 
the permanent force Sept I. 1894. For 
many years lie drove the hose wagon sta¬ 
tioned at engine house 2. West Newton, 
hut for the past year had driven chem¬ 
ical A stationed at the same house. He 
was a native of Maine, and is survived 
by a father now living in Attleboro. 

An automdbilist said to have been go¬ 
ing to tlie fire ran into Vincent Mona¬ 
han, tlie 7-year-old son of James Mona¬ 
han of Pearl street, who was playing on 
Washington street near Hovey The 
child was knocked over and coitideruhly 
cut and bruised. Tlie automobilist took 
the child to a doctor's office, where it 
was found that no hones had been bro¬ 
ken, although the boy was considerably 
injured and has since died.

Newton’s Model Bookkeeping 

The question of uniform municipal 
accounting has been one to which ex¬ 
pert attention has been given for a num¬ 
ber of years. Perhaps no other has re¬ 
ceived more consideration and discus¬ 
sion in the various conferences of the 
National Municipal League. City book¬ 
keeping without an accepted standard 
can be employed for purposes of con¬ 
fusion as well as information, and it is 
frequently arranged with the former 
end in view. It makes comparisons al¬ 
most impossible, and it can easily de¬ 
ceive those who are most interested in 
knowing the financial condition of their 
city. 'I lie efforts to produce uniformity 
have already accomplished something, 
and they are likely to accomplish much 
more, as the value ot their results is 
demonstrated. 

The auditor’s report for the city of 
Newton is just issued. It is made to 
conform so far as possible with the 
standard distribution of municipal ac¬ 
counts provided by the United Census 
Bureau for all cities in the country, and 
is based upon the earlier uniform system 
of the National Municipal League. It is 
pronounced bv those who have been 
leaders in this movement to he “the 
latest and best example of the ‘uniform 
classification’ of municipal accounts for 
cities of the size of Newton." With this 
indorsement it has a special value, being 
not merely a digest of the city’s financing 
for the fiscal year but a guide and ob¬ 
ject lesson to other municipalities' de¬ 
sirous of bringing their system of ac¬ 
counts up to the highest accepted stand¬ 
ard. 

The schedules dealing with “Expense 
and Outlay” and “Non-Revenue Re¬ 
ceipts'' follow the census distribution 
very closely. This bureau has been com¬ 
pelled to respect the custom ill almost 
all cities and adapt Its schedules to cash 
transactions, rather than to revenue and 
expense, “which would include revenue 
accrued, though not collected, and^ex- 
pense incurred, though not paid.” The 
total cash transactions of the^city are 
in two basic divisions, “revenue" receipts 
and payments and “non-revenue*’ or cap¬ 
ital receipts and payments, these terms 
taking the place of "ordinary” and “ex¬ 
traordinary.” Receipts of the former 
class are derived iroiu taxes, licenses, 
fees, etc., and of the latter from loans, 
bonds, sales of city property and all 
sources other than revenue. The classi¬ 
fication is much clearer and lends itselt 
to juggling much less easily than the 
old merhoils. 

Revenue payments are for the purpose 
of defraying the expense of operating 
and mdiutaining the various departments 
and functions of a city and non-revenue 
for additions and improvements. "In a 
city which is correctly administered. , 
says the report " and whose finances are 
upon a cash basis, total collections ot 
revenue must always equal or exceed 
total expenses payable trom revenue. 
As a fundamental principle this would 
prohibit all attempts to pass loans tor 
the purpose of repairing the streets or 
any other purpose dealing with the op¬ 
eration ancT maintenance of the estab¬ 
lished features of a municipality. Inc 
indents of municipal economy and the 
accountants of all cities will find the 
study of this report both interesting and 
profitable,—Boston 1 ranscript.

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BOARD OF ALDERMEN 

The last meeting of the aldermen prior 
to the summer vacation was held last 
Monday evening. President Carter was 
in the chair and Aldermen Bacon, Bow¬ 
en, Burr. Cabot, Clarke, Condrin, Con¬ 
verse, Hay, lXditrty, Jones, Lyons, Pal¬ 
mer, Stone, Underwood and Weston 
were present. 

No one appeared at these hearings:— 
Petitions of Telephone Co. for poles and 
attachments on Oedhnm si., and of H. 
\V. Orr to sell denatured alcohol and 
these petitions were subsequently grant¬ 
ed. . 

Xo one appeared at hearings on laying 
concrete sidewalks under the betterment 
act on Xchoidcn road, Irvington st., 
GIcnwood avenue, Norman road and 
Cypress street alt ho Mr. Henry C. liv- 
crctt tiled a vigorous remonstrance 
against the last street. Orders authoriz¬ 
ing this work were subsequently adopt¬ 
ed. 

Xo one appeared at the hearings for 
taking of land for sewers in Collins 
road, Chester road, Montclair road and 
in private land off Collins road, and in 
Devon road, altlio the Metropolitan 
Water and Sewerage board filed a com¬ 
munication denying the right of the city 
to take land of the Commonwealth by 
right of eminent domain. Subsequently 
orders were adopted taking the above 
lands for sewer purposes and authoriz¬ 
ing sewer construction therein. 

The request of the School Committee 
that the Frocbel School siu Highland 
avenue he hired for school purposes was 
received and subsequently $350 was ap¬ 
propriated for this purpose. 

The Public Buildings Commissioner 
submitted the application of Davis & 
Trudo to erect a frame shop Church 
street and on report of the Public Fran¬ 
chise Committee, leave to withdraw was 
granted. 

Various notices of street railway mat¬ 
ters of minor importance were received 
from the Railroad Commissioners and 
placed on file. 

Miss Bullcns sent in a communication 
expressing her appreciation of the ac¬ 
tion of the aldermen on the death of \ 
the late George S. Bullcns. 

A communication from 1 the Public 
Records Commissioner relative to the 
keeping uf books furnished by the state 
was referred to the Committee on Rules. 

Xotices of injuries received by llart- 
yvcll Baxter and by Hibbard S. Howland 
were referred to the Committee on 
Claims. 

Petitions of Young et al for street 
watering on Ballard street, Cas ev et a l 
for the same on Otis street, aniTTTuif! 
et al for change of name of portion of 
Rowe st to Rowe terrace were referred 
to the Public Works Committee and 
subsequently granted. Petition of H. S. 
Bush that Beacon st from Boston line 
to Hammond street be oiled was, on 
recommendation of a committee referred 
to the Street Commissioner. 

Petition of Thomas et al for sewer in 
Toltnan st and communication relative 
to betterment assessments on Dickeraian 
road and Harrison street were referred 
to the Public Works Committee.

S. Farnham for re¬ 
moval of 4 trees on Lake avenue and 
oik* tree on Beacon st. 

Petition of Domenico Chiacchiaco for 
wagon license and liquor transportation 
permit, was, on rccotnn filiation of a 
committee granted leave to withdraw. 

Joseph Keefe was granted a minor's 
license and Charles Scipione a renewal 
of nutctioncer’s license without refer¬ 
ence. 

On recommendation of the finance 
Committee orders were adopted author¬ 
izing a grant of SI35,237.84 ior city ex¬ 
penses to Sept. 15. making certain as¬ 
sessments for suppression of gypsy and 
brown tail moths, and for $360.16 for in¬ 
terest and sinking fund requirements _on 
bonds for new school buildings and Tor 
the Washington street debt. 

On recommendation of the Commit¬ 
tee on Public Franchises, the 1 deplume 
Co was granted attachments on Kirk- 
stall road, and the Gas Light Co attach¬ 
ments on Greenwood st.

John 
Muse and Joseph Yaracche, to trans¬ 
port Jin nor. 

Ou recommendation oi the Public 
Works Committee, orders were adopted 
authorizing Treasurer to receive and 
Street Commissioner to expend $1260 
towards expense oi covering Laundry 
brook east of Walnut st., for the Treas¬ 
urer to receive and street commissioner 
to expend $1250 for constructing Forest 
avenue; authorizing street watering on 
Claremont >t., referring petition of Tol- 
inan et al for oiling Washington st. to 
the Street Commissioner ami assigning 
public hearing Sept. 9 on purchase of 
land in Aubunuhle for park purposes. 
Un recommendation of this committee 
leave ,to withdraw was granted on petit¬ 
ion to* name junction of Woodward. El¬ 
liot sis, Cruft- square, and for street 
watering on Bolyston st. 

The Committee on Rules reported m 
favor of sustaining the veto of the 
Mayor on the order accepting the smoke 
nuisance act. Alderman Bowen -luted 
that while at first there appeared to be 
no objection, considerable remonstrance 
later developed and as the principal 
Miioke nuisance came from locomotives, 
which were expre--ly exempted by the 
act, it did not appear to lie wise to pass 
the order over the Mayors veto. 

Alderman NYi-ton -poke a- follows: 

I regret exceeding!) to differ with the 
Committee and also with His Honor the 
Mayor, but 1 cannot >ee huw the accept¬ 
ance of this act would work any hardship 
«>ii an voile, it is a distinct advance in 
city affairs, and the act which we accept 
i- ?o worded that it is perfectly possible 
for any of these people who wish to 
belch forth -moke from their engines 
to come to the Board of Aldermen and 
the Board could say they can or cannot 
do it, and the fact that steam engines 
are not included is no argument to me, 
if we have an act which prevents a par¬ 
tial >niuke nuisance the fact that it docs 
nut include everything it. no argument 
aghast it, and therefore although I hes¬ 
itate against voting against the Commit- 
lee and His Honor the Mayor, I shall 
vo'“ for the oa-sage of the order. 

The board then sustained the veto, 
Alderman Weston voting alone in favor 
of passing the order. 


On the report of the Public Franchise 
Committee that no action was necessary- 
relative to location of tracks of Newton 
Street Railway Co in River street, Al¬ 
derman Condrin said 

As I brought this order before the 
Board perhaps a word of explanation is 
in order at ih:.: time. 1 am thoroughly 
convinced that the tracks of the Newton 
Street Railway Company should be relo¬ 
cated in the centre of River street ami 
before bringing the matter before* this 
Board i made an investigation. 1 found 
the Company had no other franchise 
than that granted bv the Lcgisalturc to 
the Waltham and Newton Street Rail¬ 
way Company to have a location from 
one place to another, but there was no 
distinct location. The city solicitor look¬ 
ed into the matter and gave me his opin¬ 
ion that the Newton Street Railway had 
no location for track- on River street. 
Accordingly I prepared this order. 1 re¬ 
ferred it to the City Solicitor, and after 
making a slight alteration lie approved 
the order, said it was in proper form, 
and would meet this case, and 1 brought 
the order in. At that time the City So¬ 
licitor was not aware of the fact that in 
1898 i he legiskiUisc-Jiiul enacted a st... 
ute which ratified all locations granted 
or in use up to that time. Since our last 
meeting the city solicitor sent me a com¬ 
munication, stating that he had found 
that law and that it was no doubt the 
intention of the Legislature to ratify all 
locations in use up to that time. If 1 had 
these facts at the time I would not have 
presented the order in its present form. 
It was not my intention to slight the 
committee on franchises or to assume 
any of the prerogatives of any commit¬ 
tee. The City Solicitor agreed with me 
that if they had no location on River 
Street that it would expedite matters 
and make legislation easier for this 
Board to order the tracks pm in tile 
centre of River Street, and that is the 
only reason I presented the order m 
that form. 

Orders were also adontod for street 
watering on Nevada st., taking land and 
authorizing sewer construction in Wuhan 
Mill road, and Wnban Hilt terrace, au¬ 
thorizing sewer construction in Wyman 
st.. Pine Ridge road. Chestnut st.. Wind¬ 
sor road. Beacon st.. and Woodward st., 
Wuhan, and the following resolve was 
referred to the Public Works committee: 
Resolved that public safety and conven¬ 
ience demand that the portion of River 
street, between Elm and Lexington 
street be widened to a uniform \J!dth of 
sixty feet and that the track of the 
Newton Street Railway Company he re¬ 
located in the centre of said street. 

\djournment was then made to Sept. 
9th. 


Street Railway Notes 

On Saturday, June 29th, 1907. the 
Boston and Worcester Street Railway 
Company will put its summer time table 
into effect. Cars will run every fifteen 
minutes between Boston and Worcester. 

1 lie Company has in service this year 
seven open cars and >ix big semi-con¬ 
vertible car? more than last season, so 
that besides the fifteen minute schedule 
between Roston and Worcester, they will 
be able to double the heavy trips, and 
assure the patrons of the best of service. 

The Company has already finished 
1 1-4 miles of the double track between 
Framingham and Sbuthhoro and now 
has but about two miles of single track 
between Boston and Worcester. This 
they are finishing and will have double 
tracks the entire length of the line bv 
earb* fall. 

The excursions which have been so 
popular the past season will start Julv 
9th from So. Framingham, July 10th 
from Worcester and July lltli from 
Marlboro and Hudson, the first trip be¬ 
ing to Wonderland, Revere Beach. 


Canoeists Rescued 

An admirable rescue of a canoeist was 
made by park policeman John 15. Sul¬ 
livan of the Auburndalc station in the 
Charles river at Forest grove Sunday 
afternoon. 

Two young men overturned their*craft 
near the middle of the stream. One 
.struck out tor the bank and the other 
was unable to swim and went under. 
Officer Sullivan threw off his hat and 
coat and plunged from his boat after 
the struggling man. After hard work 
he got the young man to the overturned 
canoe when Sergt. Bickford arrived in 
the police launch and took both aboard, 
Officer Sullivan then picking up the oth¬ 
er canoeist. Had it not been for J 1 * 
prompt work ot the policeman the first 
canoeist would have doubtless lost his 
life. 

Officer John P. Dwyer pulled two oth¬ 
er canoeists out of the water in the af¬ 
ternoon. and near Pine grove island 
officer Daniel McLoud rescued another. 

There were 14 tipovers during the af¬ 
ternoon and evening, the Others reach¬ 
ing the bank with little difficulty. All 
were young men. 

Hundreds of canoeists visited the 
Charles river during the afternoon and 
evening. During the afternoon the first 
of a series of baud concerts under the 
auspices of the Metropolitan park com¬ 
mission was given at Forest grove. Be¬ 
ginning this week there will be concerts 
Saturday afternoons and evenings 
throughout the summer at Riverside.

Editor of the Graphic: 

In riding about in the electric cars 
and driving through the adjoining 
towns one cannot but notice the efforts 
that are made by burlaps on the tree 
trunks and by the spraying of the trees 
to stop the ravages of the insect pests 
that prey upon otir shade trees and road¬ 
side shrubs. 

I say in the adj'oining towns, but in 
Newton we apparently do not need to 
make any such effort or at any rate in 
a few cases some one on his owu 
grounds undertakes to make a fight 
against them unwisely I suppose, for I 
can hardly think our city officials would 
overlook the danger our elm trees arc 
exposed to for want of a little burlap or 
spraying with the arscnicate of lead- 

It must be that in the towns about us 
they are needlessly wasteful and over 
careful or ignorant of the best way of 
ridding our. beautiful trees and shrubs 
of their active and very destructive en¬ 
emies. 

It cannot he that we cannot afford the 
expense of using these simple and not 
very costly, if they arc unnecessary, 
remedies. We have before us every¬ 
where evidences of free use of money on 
the highways, for example a large 
amount of sodding along the sidewalks 
of many of our streets—in some in¬ 
stances digging up perfectly good bor¬ 
ders and resodding, ami putting sods 
down on unimportant back streets. 

Then too we have had discussions at 
the City Hall as to the right to use large 
sums in the building of sheds without 
any direct appropriation for that pur¬ 
pose. 

Now I sav nothing as to the legality 
of such action nor do I know the neces¬ 
sity of such work. 

I only claim that if money can be 
thus used fo t building sheds or sodding 
the edges of the sidewalks there is no 
reason why our trees should be over¬ 
looked—unless it is that the chief of 
our highway department knows that 
they do not need any care and that in 
other towns they are ignorant of the 
best way of saving our trees, do not 
know anything of the habits of these 
pests or are too zealous in their at¬ 
tempts to destroy them. 

To let the trees alone seems to he the 
best remdy, they, the pests, will be 
through with their ravages before fall 
and in the winter why they do no harm! 
and then in the winter streets require 
a "rent deal of care and the highway 
department is very expensive so much 
so that we cannot afford and do not 
need to think of the beauty of our trees 
and shrubs. How important after very 
little snow fall a lot of Sunday work 
t should be done—cleaning the cross 
’ walks ami gutters and to every half

Literary Notes 


Having disposed of the "nature wri¬ 
ters" Messrs. Long, Roberts, London, 
et al, President Roosevelt now advises 
the reading of certain books of pure 
fiction lhat have, as lie expresses it. 
"the prime quality of being interesting." 
In his speech at the semi-centennial of 
the Michigan Agricultural School at 
Lansing, Mich., President Roosevelt said 
"You will learn the root principles ol 
self-help and helpfulness toward others 
from 'Mrs. Wiggs of the Cabbage 
Patch’ just as much as from any formal 
treatise on charity; you will learn as 
much sound social and industrial doc¬ 
trine from Octave Thanei’s stories of 
. fanners and wageworkers as from 
those avowed sociological and economic stud¬ 


ies; and I cordially recommend the first 
chapter of 'Aunt Jane of Kentucky' for 
use as a tract in all families where the 
men folks tend to selfish or thoughtless 
or overbearing disregard of the rights 
of their womenkitul.” 

E. Phillips Oppenheim, the popular 
and prolific^ English author, who has 
just sailed lor home after a brief visit 
to this country, was asked how lie was 
able to devise such good plots. 

“I have made it a hobby for many 
years to frequent the cafes in all the 
cities which I visit on my travels,” he 
replied. “I make the acquaintance of the 
mnitre d’hotel whenever possible, and 
in my conversation with him, and by 
studying the types represented among 
the patrons, a good idea for a story in¬ 
evitably suggests itself. The rest is 
comparatively easy. 1 write scarcely a 
line, but dictate the whole 80,000 or 
90,000 words to my secretary in rather 
long installments. Then, of course, 
comes the revision, and later the reading 
and correcting of proofs. By refraining 
from writing short stories, and by con¬ 
fining myself to the writing of complete 
novels, 1 have no difficulty in producing 
two books each year." 

Mr. Oppenheim, like his father and 
grandfather, is a native of England, 
having been born in London forty years 
ago. He is a typical Englishman’in ap¬ 
pearance, speech and action. 

Tile issuing of a new popular edition 
of Maud Wilder Goodwin's "The Head 
of a Hundred iu the Colony of Virginia, 
1622," recalls the fact that when this 
book was first published it was discov¬ 
ered that its chief historical incident 
and several of its historical characters 
were the same as those of Mary John¬ 
ston’s "To Have and to Hold." Yet 
"The Head of a Hundred" was written 
in 1895, while Miss Johnston's book was 
not published until 1900, T he climax of 
the store is the same iu both books, the 
bloody Indian uprising of the period ill 
which both heroes distinguish themsel¬ 
ves. "The Head of a Hundred," how¬ 
ever, has much less slaughter and 
bloodshed, is less complicated iu plot, 
and is told in fewer pages, but its simi¬ 
larity to "To Have and to Hold" is 
worth noting.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 

For the Government and use of the 
Charles River Reservation 

RULE 1 No person shall enter or 
leave the Reservation exceptat llieregnlar 
designated entrances. 

RULE 2. No person shall dig up, out, 
break, remove, deface, detile, or ill-use any 
building, structure, fence, sign, bush, 
plaut, turf, rock or other thing herein, 
belonging to the Common wealth, or have 
possession of any part thereof: but this 
rule shall not prohibit the picking of wild 
flowers and edible berries iu reasonable 
quantities for persona] use. 

RULE 3. No person shall throw anv 
stone or other missile: or have possession 
of or discharge any destructive weapon, 
fire rm, firecracker, torpedo or firework; 
or make a fire; or throw or place upon the 
ground a lighted match, cigar or other 
burning substance : or post, paint, affix or 
display any sign, notice, placard or adver¬ 
tising device ; or. except with written au¬ 
thority from said Metropolitan Park Com¬ 
mission, eugage in business, sell, or ex¬ 
pose for sale, or give away any goods, 
wares or circulars; or set a trap or snare ; 
or injure or have possession of anv wild 
animal or bird; or injure or disturb any 
bird’s nest or eggs; or drop or place and 
suffer to remain any piece of paper or 
other refuse, except in tbe receptacles des¬ 
ignated therefor. 

RULE 4. No person shall solicit the 
acquaintance of or annoy another person ; 
or utter any profane, threatening, abusive 
or indecent language or loud outcrv : or 
solicit any subscription or contribution; 
or have possession of or drink any intox¬ 
icating liquor; or play auv game of chance ; 
or have possession of any instrument of 
gambling; or do any obscene or indecent

RULE 7. No person shall ride or 
drive au animal uot well broken and 
under proper coutrol; or rDie or drive au 
animal or vehicle faster than at ihe rate of 
ten miles au hour or coast with a cycle or 
sled down any hill. 

No person iu charge of auv 
auiuial, other than a dog, shall allow it to 
go UDou the Reservation unless such ani¬ 
mal be used for pleasure travel ou a way 
or place provided therefor.
